‘NO APPEARANCE OF A CONCEN- 
TRATION AGAINST CONKLING. 
SHE FRIENDS OF THE VARIOUS CANDI- 

DATES UNYIELDING—DELAYING ACTION 
WHICH MIGHT CAUSE CONKLING’S 
WITHDRAWAL—YESTERDAY’S BALLOT— 
BOGUS PETITION IN THE EX-SENATOR’S 

INTEREST. 

ALBANY, June 6.—Six formal ballots have 
‘been taken for United States Senators in the 
joint convention. Conkling still holds his own, 
and there is not yet manifest any disposition 
on the part of his Republican opponents to 
concentrate upon any other candidate. The 
friends of each of the candidates of the Admin- 
istration men think that the concentration 
ought to take place on their own particular 
men. The Wheeler men, regarding their 
choice as best, deciine to break away for any- 
body else. The Rogers men are sure they 
ought to stand up for the Eris County candi- 
flate so long as Wheeler and Lapham are in 
the field. The Miller men regard the Herki- 
mer Congressman as a good man to concen- 
trate upon, and the Depew men, who have 
been expecting all of these men to give 
their cause some assistance, are beginning 
to think the contest will soon come to 
the breaking point. Some hope lingers with 
the leading Administration Senators that the 
fight may be finished on Thursday. ‘‘If we 
could close the fight on Tuesday,” said Senator 
Woodin, “‘ we wouldn’t do it. Nor would we 
elect on Wednesday, if we could, We wantto 
elect on Thursday, if possible. I'll tell you 
why. It will be justa year ago, Thursday, 
that James A. Garfield was nominated at 


Chicago—and Arthur, too. If we can make 
the day a double anniversary, we shall feel 
asif our foolishness and blundering in voting 
for Platt in January might be all forgotten.” 

When all the Republicans had voted last 
Friday there were just 57 votes against Roscoe 
Conkling. If that vote could all be cast for 
one candidate there is no doubt that Conkling’s 
friends would be prepared to give up their can- 
didate. They are determined not to give him 
up while he leads the Republican candidates. 
They are more than pleased to see the Admin- 
istration men so stubborn in the support 
of their favorite local candidates, and lose 
no opportunity of encouraging them. The 
difficulty of uniting is already troubling the 
Administration men, and there is no doubt 
that they have lost few votes already by their 
delay. r. Cowles, of Monroe. who had voted 
for Conkling and afterward dropped his name 
for that of Gov. Cornell, dropped Cornell to-day 
and went back to eens. He also gave up 
Cornell for Crowley. Bradley, of Cattaraugus, 
who had been forced out of the Conkling ranks 
by public opinion, defied public opinion and, 
taking the counsel of ‘‘ his” State Assessor Ved- 
der, voted for Conkling and Platt after he had 
deserted them for three or four ballots. Other 
signs of disposition to wander were manifest 
this morning. Mr. Peck. of St. Lawrence, who 
has been voting for Wheeler and Depew 
dropped Depew to-day and voted for Lapham. 

The vote on the sixth bollot, taken at noon 
to-day, was light. Sixty members of the Le- 
gislature were either absent or paired, making 
the whole vote 100, and reducing the number 
required to elect to51. There were only two 
changes on the call for Conkling’s successor, 
Mr. Van Buren giving up Cornell for Wheeler, 
and Palmer substituting Cornell for Crowley.

Immediately after the result on the call to 
nominate for Platt’s successor, Senator 
Woodin said that, as it appeared that 60 mem- 
bors of the joint convention were absent, there 
was no prospect, in his judgment, that they 
could reach any conclusion to-day. He, there- 
fore, felt justified in introducing a resolution 
providing two or three rules for the govern- 
ment of the joint convention. He offered the 
following: 

Resolved, That the following rules be and are 
adopted for the government of this body: : 

Rule 1. The joint assembly shall meet at 120’clock 
meridian on each day, except Sunday, until the 
election of two United States Senators to fill the 
vacancies now existing by reason of the resigna- 
tions of Thomas C. Platt and Roscoe Conkling, or 
antil the final adjournment of the Legislature. 

Rule 2. A motion to adjourn, if carried, shall 
adjourn the joint assembly until the following day 
at 12 o’clock meridian, except when such succeed- 
ing day is Sunday, in which case the joint assem- 
sd ~ es be declared adjourned until the following 
Monday. 

Rule 3. Neither of the preceding rules shall be 
rescinded or suspended except by a two-thirds vote 
of allthe members elected to the Legislature, and 
after one day’s notice of intention to move for 
such rescision or suspension. 

In consequence of the light attendance Mr. 
Woodin said he would not call for the consid- 
eration of the resolution, and asked that it be 
laid on the table. That course was taken, and 
Mr. Spinola’s usual resolution to adjourn until 
to-morrow was adopted.

The Senate was treated to a novel sensation 
at the opening of its proceedings this morning. 
Petitions ont ramonstrances ing the first

thing in order, Senator Eidman sent up to the 
Clerk’s desk a largeroll of paper, purporting 
to be a petition from 3,100 Republicans in 
New-York City, praying for the re-election of 
Conkling an latt to the United States 
Senate. Attempts have previously been made 
in a small way to counteract the almost unan- 
imous expression of public opinion against 
their re-election, but such @ mommoth pe- 
tition as this, coming from the other 
side, naturally created surprises and curiosity. 
There was a general movement of Senators 
and others to the Clerk’s desk to examine the 
petition, and a glance at it was all that was 
needed to bring a smile to the countenance of 
every one who saw it. The names and resi- 
dences of the petitioners were all written in 
red ink, in the same handwriting, and mostly 
in alphabetical order. After nearly all the 
Senators had inspected it, Mr. Woodin rose 
to a question of privilege. He said that a 
petition was presented to the Senate a few 
moments ago by a certain Senator that de- 
served some explanation. Any person with 
one good eye could see by an examination of 
it that it was a fraud and an imposition. 
Some one had sat down and deliberately 
copied the names from the poll-lists in New- 
York. It wasa gross attempt to impose upon 
the Senate and upon the public, but, so far as 
the Senate was concerned, it was a miserable 
failure. All eyes were turned to Mr. Eid- 
man, expecting that he would either defend 
his petition or apologize for introducing it. 
He did not nothing but turn red in the face 
and whisper to Senator Strahan, who sat by 
his side. It was afterward ascertained that 
he asked Mr. Strahan to defend the petition, 
but Mr. Strahan, after taking a look at it, told 
him to defend his own petition; he would not 
undertake the job. After the joint conven- 
tion had adjourned, the Senate returned to its 
chamber, when Mr. Eidman asked the privilege 
of meking an explanation. He said that the 
petition which he had presented was handed 
to him by a person in whom he had entire con- 
fidence, and he supposed it was all right, and 
did not examine it or unroll it. He was frank 
to say that if he had done so he would not have 
presented it. Mr. Woodin helped Mr. Eidman 
out by adding that he supposed it must have 
happened in some such way as that, for no one 
would for a moment suspect the Senator from 
the Eighth (Eidman) of a deliberate attempt to 
impose upon the Senate. 

Mr. Forster gave notice that he had ar- 
ranged with the Senator from the Tenth 
(Astor) to pair off with him every day on 
which a ballot should be taken for United 
States Senators and either of them should be 
absent, from now until Dec. 31. [Laughter.] 
Mr. Sessions, in return, gave notice that when- 
ever he should catch either of them absent he 
would move acall of the Senate. [Renewed 
laughter. ]

MAKING EFFORTS TO UNITE. 
MR. DUGUID AND OTHERS ACCEPTING DEPEW 
—THE ADMINISTRATION CONFERENCE. 
ALBANY, June 6.—Since the adjournment 


of the joint conference this afternoon the lead- 


ing Administration men have been actively at 
work endeavoring to secure a concentration of 
votes to-morrow on Depew and Cornell. While 
the necessity for doing this has become ap- 
parent to every one interested in the success 
of the opponents of Conkling and Platt, it has 
not appeared wise to the managers to attempt 
to force the fight in that direction in fear of 
exciting an opposition that would be unrea- 
sonable. The candidacy of Mr. Depow 
has from the first been one which 
embarrassed the farmer members, who 
are connected with Granger and other bodies 
which do not look with much favor upon the 
growth of corporate power. The Grangers 
have regarded Mr. Depew as a corporation 


candidate. Mr. Depew’s friends have done 
their utmost to convince the opponents of Mr. 
Conkling that, if elected, he would be as hon- 
est and independent a representative as Mr. 
Conkling himself. Mr. Depew has made no 
secret of his purpose to be free from Central 
Railroad control as soon as he shail be elected, 
and it is creditable to his standing as a gentle- 
man that these assurances have, in large meas- 
ure, removed astrong prejudice against him 
as a candidate. 

Senator Robertson has worked this after- 
noon with good effect among the men who are 
on his side. Hehastold them that now the 
time has come when the Administration men 
should prove that they have strength of pur- 
pose enough to show that they can set aside 
personal preferences in order to secure a result 
agreeable to the whole party. This, it 
seems, can be best done by attempting 
to unite upon Depew and Cornell or 
some other candidate. If it shall turn 
out that it is impossible to make a 
sufficiently strong union on the two candidates 
named, the attempt to concentrate upon some 
other candidates will be made. It is alto- 
— probable, in the vote to-morrow, Mr. 

uguid, Mr. Skinner, Mr. Steele, Mr. Holmes, 
and others will be found voting for Depew. It 
may appear strange to see Mr. Duguid, the 
promoter of the Railroad Commission bill, 
voting for Mr. Depew, who has so long been 
conspicuous as the advocate of the Central 
Railroad. Mr. Duguid will not take such 
ea step without giving his proposed 
course the fullest consideration, and 
when he votes for him, no one 
who knows the man will question his honesty 
or ask whether he votes from conviction or 
caprice. Meeting him this evening THE Times's 
correspondent asked if he would vote for Mr. 
Depew to-morrow. ‘‘I can state frankly that 
I do intend to vote for Mr. Depew. I am will- 
ing to do so, and then we have reached a point 
where at least some approach should be made 
to concentration. From the beginning of this 
contest I have taken the position that we 
should elect two Republican Senators in 
place of Conkling and Platt, and that 
they should be in harmony _ with 
the Administration. I believe that if we 
should elect Cornell and Depew we should 
have such Senators, both men of ability, and 
both men of integrity. While Mr. Depew 
would not be my first choice, I believe that to 
take him as a compromise candidate would be 
approved by the Republicans of the State, and 
would tend to hasten a conclusion of the con- 
test in which we are now engaged.”’ 

* But, how about Mr. Depew’s connection 
with the railroads?’ 

**T recognize the fact that Mr. Depew is and 
has been the attorney of the Central Railroad. 
I know that as their attorney he has been dili- 
gent, faithful, and valuable. I also believe 
that as Senator he would be equally faithful 
to the Republican Party and the State, and it 
would be humiliating and disgraceful to him 
to think that he would cease to retain the re- 
spect of the people because he was elevated to 
an honorable position. If Mr. Depew, as Sena- 
tor, would represent the people of this State 
as faithfully as he has served his employers, 
there would be no more danger of his mis- 
representing the State on the question of rail- 
road management or privileges than was to 
be feared from Mr. Platt, a corporation man, 
or trom Mr. Conkling, who has not hesitated 
at times to appear as the attorney of railroad 
corporations. There are very few lawyers of 
prominence who have not at times served as 
railroad attorneys. To object to these men 
on the ground that they did something moral- 
ly wrong, would be to cast a slur upon the 
whole profession, for they are bound in honor, 
it seems to me, to do as well for corporations 
that employ them as they would for private 
individual clients. If he is elected Senator, 
and will do as well for the State as he has for 
the Central Railroad, Mr. Depew would repre- 
sent the State in the United States Senate in 
a very able and satisfactory manner.” 

The members from the western counties who 
have been naming Sherman 8. Rogers have 
seen that he does not grow in favor, and are 
convinced that he cannot be elected. They are 
now talking quietly of another candidate, 
who may be brought forward to-morrow, in 
case other plans fail. This candidate is Judge 
Charles Daniels, of the Superior Court. He is 
very well known both in Buffalo and New- 
York, and his name is not astrange one in 
other parts of the State. The Erie men say 
that his nomination would prove attractive to 
every member west of Syracuse, and that, as 
Judge Daniels is a Stalwart Republican, he 
could not be offensive as a candidate to the 
Conkling men. 

The Administration conference te-night vas 
anotber ‘‘taik around,’’ a large number of 
members speaking of the importance of con- 
centrating on candidates, While no vote was 
taken to ascertain the sense of the meeting as 
toa choice of men, it was generally under- 
stood that several candidates who have been 
merely used for the time would be missed on 
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roll-call to-morrow. This arrangement, of 
course, will not apply to such men as Bemiss, 
Turck, Carley, Young, Gorsline, Phillips, and 
Raines, who are regarded by some Adminis- 
tration men as unwilling opponents of Conk- 
ling and only anxious that the contest should 
take a turn which would enable them to vote 
for Conkling and Platt without condemning 
them to political death. d 

At midnight the Administration men are in 
excellent spirits. They have just come from 
their conference, and the general report from 
the members who attended it is that there has 
not been, at any time in the canvass, so strong 
a determination to effect a union of all the A 
ponents of Conkling as there was to-night. It 
is predicted by some of the prominent anti- 
Conkling men that the Administration vote 
will be very solid to-morrow, and that it will 
continue to be more effective at each succeed- 
ing joint assembly. : 

The Democrats are opposed to the resolution 
offered to-day by Senator Woodin and will 
probably vote against itina body. Senator 
Woodin says they will be offered an opportun- 
ity to vote on the rules, and he says that the 
Conkling men who, according to Mr. Carpen- 
ter, will also vote against them, will have a 
chance to go on the record either with the 
Democrats or against them as they choose. 
A circular has been issued by the Democratic 
caucus committee requesting Democratic 
members not to make any further pairs. Ex- 
Senator Platt arrived to-night. Mr. Conkling 
is expected in the morning. 


MR. STARIN NOT IN THE RACE. 

The mention in Albany yesterday of the 
name of ex-Congressman John H. Starin asa 
candidate for United States Senator from this 
State, to fill one of the existing vacancies, 
created much favorable comment in this City. 
A reporter of THE Tres visited Mr. Starin at 
his office, Pier No. 18 North River, and asked 
that gentleman whether he had permitted his 
name to be used in connection with the position. 
Mr. Starin replied that he could not think of 
giving any such permission. He was emphati- 
cally not a candidate. He fully appreciated 
the honor which some of his friends wished him 
to seek, but he had large business interests to 
look afer, and wished to devote his time to 
them. He had served two terms in the House 
of Representatives, and his constituents wished 
toreturn him for athird term, but he pro- 
tested, saying that he ‘had given those four 
years to the public service, and thought he 
had done his duty. He believed that every 
man of good business experience, and witha 
competency at his back, should devote some 
of his years to the interests of the Govern- 
ment. He felt that he had done his share, and 
should continue to decline if pressed by his 
friends to become a candidate for Senator. 
He had told his friends that such was his deter- 
mination, and haa expected to hear nothiag 
more of the matter.

There 
were no politicians at the hotel last night, and 
the only person of any political prominence to 
be seen in the corridor was Gen, Winfield 
Scott Hancock, who, it is scarcely necessary 
to state, was not there to see Mr. Conkling.

ASKING THAT THE APPOINTMENT OF SUPER- 
VISORS FOR -THE SPECIAL ELECTION IN 
SOUTH CAROLINA BE REVOKED. 

Cuarueston, S. C., June 6.—A motion 
in behalf of certain Democratic citizens -was 
made to-day before Judge Bryan to revoke all 
appointments of Supervisors made for the 
special election, which is to be held on Thurs- 
day, fora member of Congress to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the death of Mr. O’Connor, 
on the ground that the court was not opened 
within 10 days of the election, as required by 
law. The facts are, that as soon as the Gov- 
ernor issued his proclamation ordering the 
election, under which proclamation only 
16 days’ notice of the election was 
given, a petition signed by a number of 
Republicans was sent to Judge Bond, at Balti- 
more, meking known the desire of the petition- 
ers to have the Circuit Court opened for the 
appointment of Supervisors. As usual, Judge 
Bond issued his order authorizing Judge Bryan 
to perform and discharge the duties of the Cir- 
cuit Judge under the provisions of the Federal 
election law. In accordance with that order, 
the court was opened by Judge Bryan 
on June 2 for the appointment of Su- 
pervisors, and _ several iy eee were 
at once made for both epublicans and 
Democrats, If Judge Bryan grants 
the order asked for by the Democrats, 
and he has never hesitated to do anything the 
Democrats have asked, there is no doubt that 
the election will be a farce, because, in the ab- 
sence of Federal Supervisors, the Democratic 
managers, all of whom are Democrats, will 
count the votes to suit themselves. The At- 
torneys representing the Democrats are ex- 
United States Judge Magrath, Gen. James 
Connor, Attorney-General under Hampton, 
and George D. Bryan, ason of Judge Bryan. 
It is a remarkable fact that, whenever the 
Democrats desire Judge Bryan to do them a 

olitical service on the bench, one of Judge 

ryan’s sons is always employed for that pur- 
pose. Such was the case at the November 
election. when Judge Bryan delivered, the 
night before the election, an opinion which 
made the Deputy Marshals powerless on the 
day of election. 
A RUFFIAN’S LAST FIGHT. 

NEw-ORLEANS, June 6.—Marcelin Granger, 
alias ‘Le Toro De La Mermentau,’’ a desperado of 
South-western Louisiana, met a long-predicted fate 
Sunday morning, near the Mermentau River, in 
Caleasieu Parish, at the hands of Homer Lognon. 
Granger, who had threatened to shoot Lognon on 
sight, went toa party of horse-herders, where he 
knew Lognon was employed, and challenged him 
fora fight. Lognon proposed to dismount for that 
purpose. Granger replying that he (Granger) did 
not want to fight, Lognon turned away from him, 
when Granger fired at his back. Both men dis- 
mounted and Granger advanced on Lognon, both 
the young men firing at each other with pistols, 
Granger’s last shot being at such close quarters 
that it set Lognon’s clothes on fire. Lognon’s last 
shot entered Granger’s forehead, killing him in- 
stantiy. Granger was hit three times out of four 
shots, each wound being mortal. Granger fired 
four shots, but Lognon escaped unhurt. Granger 
is accredited with two murders of pecullaratrocity, 
and his taking off gives general satisfaction along 
the Mermentau River. :

SEEKING DEATH BY SUICIDE. 

BuFFALO, June 6.—Two suicides have oc- 
curred within 24 hours, making four within the 
week. Sunday afternoon an unknown man was 
seen deliberately to jump into the canal. Tho 
body was recovered; it has not yet been identi- 
fied. The man was apparently a stranger, 30 
years of age, 5 feet 6 inches high, light mustache, 
close-cut hair, dark working clothes, white shirt, 
silver watch-chain on his person. 

Another case of self-destruction occurred at the 
residence of Charles Brown, which was the scene 
of so startling a social sonsation a few months 
ago. A young man, Frederick Simpson, engaged 
in the house as a waiter, has been ill some time 
from consumption. He became despondent while 
drunk, went into a closet. drew e coat over his 
head, and shot himself through the heart. The 
body was not discovered until some time after- 
ward. Not a drop of blood was visible, and no 
one in the house heard the report of the pistol. It 
is thought that he muffied the sound with the coat 
soasnot to attract attention. He belonged to 
London, England, and has no friends in this 
country.

EEPORTS OF FURTHER ARRESTS 
UNDER THE COERCION ACT. 

OFFICERS OF THE BRANCH LAND LEAGUES IN 
CUSTODY—WORK OF DISCKDERLY PEO- 
PLE—TERRORISM BY THE RIBBON LODGES 
—EMIGRATION CONTINUING UNCHECKED. 

Dus, June 6.—Mr. Farrell, Chairman 
of the Town Commissioners of Mullingar, 
County Westmeath, and President of the 
branch ‘of the Land League, and Mr. Tuite, 
the Secretary of the branch, have been 
arrested under the Coercion act. A constabu- 
lary circular has been issued instructing Coun- 
ty Inspectors in regard to the service of writs, 
&c., with s view to furnish protection for 
Sheriffs’ agents, &c. 

Only one man was shot in the fight with the 
bailiff at Ballybrophy on Sunday. The affair 
was not entirely of an agrarian character. 

LIMERICK, June 6.—Last evening a party of

Lonpon, June 6.—Michae’ Ryan, Secretary 
of the Nenagh (County Tipperary) branch of 
the Land League, and Michael Hough, a mem- 
ber of the same branch, have been arrested 
under the Coercion act. 

- The Right Rev. Thomas Nulty, Bishop of 
Meath, replying to an address from 
the Painstown Land League, said the Land 
bill had splendid principles. He deprecated 
agitation against the payment of allrent. He 
said he had received a letter from an American 
priest, who stated that he had organized 
branches of the league in Ohio, Indiana, and 
Kentucky among 5,000,000 people. 

A correspondent at Dublin says it is stated 
that in most of the disturbed districts the 
Ribbon lodges are in active operation, and to 
these lodges is to be traced the actual carrying 
out of the system of agrarian terrorism. . 

A correspondent at Dublin reports that emi- 
gration continues unchecked. Almost every 
train from the West bears its complement of 
passengers outward bound. 

Another correspondent at Dublin says the 
issuing of the constabulary circular indicates 
a determination to enforce law which will in- 
spire confidence in the minds of well-affected 
Ciasses,

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THE THRONE OF BULGARIA. 
PRINCE ALEXANDER CHARGED WITH VIO- 
LATING LAWS, 

Lonpon, June 6.—A Vienna correspond- 
ent says: ‘‘Events in Bulgaria have begun 
to engage the attention of the powers. Con- 
fidential pourparlers are taking place to effect 
an understanding in view of possible events 
there, and especially in case Prince Alexander 
really quits Bulgaria. The most prevalent 
opinion seems to be that as long as the Bul- 
garians keep within the limits of the Berlin 
treaty they ought to have their hands free in 

regard to their internal affairs.” 

Mr. Gladstone recently wrote a letter to M. 
Zancoff, ex-Premier of Bulgaria. The Daily 
News says: ‘‘ We believe the letter was scen 
and agreed to by Earl Granville, Foreign Sec- 
retary. Its general purport was, that while re- 
serving any judgment on the proceedings of 

rince Alexander until he is further informed, 
Mr. Gladstone tells M. Zancoff that the pre- 
possessions of England in the affairs of Bul- 
garia as elsewhere, are always in favor of or- 
der, legality, and liberty.”

M. Zancoff, in reply, has addressed a 
public letter to the Russian Diplomatic Agent 
enumerating various violations of the laws 
committed by Prince Alexander.”

THE ANTI-JEWISH EXCITEMENT — STRICT

Lonpon, June 6.—A St. Petersburg corre- 


spondent telegraphs as follows: ‘A terrible 
storm occurred at Gatschina on the 4th inst., 
killing a policeman, overturning the granite 
column ot the monument of the Emperor 
Paul, and otherwise doing an enormous 
amount of damage.” 

A retired Colonel of the Russian Army has 
shot and killed, in the streets of Sebastopol, 
Capt. Costomaroff, a hero of the Crimean war. 

A Berlin correspondent says: ‘*‘A Russian 
friend sends me a striking picture of the state 
of imprisonment into which recent events have 
thrown the Czar. The palace at Gatschina is 
filled with soldiery and Police, Every one 
having business at the palace is subjected to a 
rigorous search whenever they have occasion 
to go there.

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THE ARREST OF “WARHAWKEK.’’ 
HIS WARNING TO THE SULTAN IN 1868— 
TURKISH PLOTS OF WHICH HE KNOWS. 


Lonpon, June 6.—‘‘ Warhawk,” (Mr. 


Palmer,) who hes been arrested at Constanti- 


nople on suspicion of being the chief con- 
spirator in a plot, writes to the Times stating 
that he warned the Grand Vizier in 1868 thata 
pilot existed to assassinate the Sultan, and that 
‘*some persons privy to the plot are now un- 
der arrest.” ‘‘Warhawk” was then requested, 
for his own safety, to quit Constantinople, 
which he did, but he returned in 1877. “ War- 
hawk” states that his object in writing to the 
Zimes is that for several days B gem every sort 
of inducement has been offered, and a threat 
made, to procure his silence on the affair 
of 1868, There are in London, he says, abun- 
dant papers which will throw every light on 
thesubject. ‘‘ Warhawk’s” letter is dated Con- 
stantinople, May 27. Mr. Palmer several years 
ago wrote letters to the Jimes signed ‘ War- 
hawk,”’’ exposing various plots and conspira- 
cies of a secret organization in Turkey. 

A correspondent at Constantinople says: 
‘*One of Mr. Palmer’s reasons for returning to 
Turkey was to have the affair of 1868 officially 
re-examined. A few hours after the publica- 
tion of a letter written by Mr. Palmer toa 
local paper on the day before his arrest, which 
was similar to the letter to the Zimes, Mr. 
Palmer was arrested.”

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OHIO REPUBLICAN PLANS. 


GOV. FOSTER TO BE RENOMINATED UNANI- 
MOUSLY—A FIGHT EXPECTED FOR THE 
SECOND PLACE. 

CLEVELAND, June 6.—The delegates to 
the Republican State Convention of Wednes- 
day are arriving, and there is a final settle- 
ment of any lingering doubts as to Gov. Fos- 
ter’s renomination. He will go through unani- 
mously and without a word of opposition. It 
is expected that careful, cautious, and vet em- 
vhatic resolutions will be adopted in indorse- 
ment of President Garfield, but they will not 
go out of the way to attack Conkling or any- 


body else. A Cincinnati man will probably 
be nominated for Lieutenant-Governor, and 
probably Judge Doyle, of Toledo, for the 
Supreme Bench. The rest of the old ticket 
will be renominated. 

CINCINNATI, June 6.—Nearly all the dele- 
gates from this city to the Republican State 
Convention, which will meet at Cleveland on 
Wednesday, left for the scene of the strife on 
the evening train to-night. The contest will be 
over the Lieutenant-Governorship. Gov. Fos- 
ter will be nominated for re-election unani- 
mously, and so will Attorney-General Nash 
and several others of the present State officers, 
The interest that attaches to the nomination 
for Lieutenant-Governor has already been 
mentioned in these dispatches. It springs from 
a belief, for which no warrant has been given, 
that Gov. Foster will resign before his 
second term has advanced far to accept a 
place in President Garfield’s Cabinet or the 


conclusion as to which of the several can- 
diaates they would recommend to the conven- 
tion, and the fight will now be transferred to 
Cleveland. Senator Eggleston has a consid- 
erable following, and he is a _ shrewd 
worker and is hard at it. Gen. Sea- 
songood is being pushed by the Israelites 

and has the support of at least one-third 
of the 70 delegates from this county. Minister 
Noyes’s name has been mentioned, but it has 
excited very littleenthusiasm. Judge Foraker 
is out ofthe race. Major Lioyd, a law part- 
ner of ex- Attorney-General Taft, has been put 
forward at the eleventh hour, and satisfies the 
desire that has been widely expressed that the 
nomination be given toasoldier. But who the 
nomination will fall to it would be idle now to 
predict. One of the delegates from this city, 
who is a lawyer and capable of making a good 
deal of noise, has gone to Cleveland with the 
avowed intention of fighting the resolutions 
indorsing President Garfield’s Administration. 

CoLumpBus, June 6.—The temperance men of 
this State will, without doubt, receive some 
recognition at the hands of the Republican 
State Convention, to be held at Cleveland on 
Wednesday, and the following resolution will, 
it is thought probable, be incorporated in the 
platform: 

Resolved, That the best interests of the State re- 
quire that the General Assembly should submit to 
a vote of the people such amendments to the 
Constitution relative to the manufacture and sale 


of intoxicating liquors as shall leave the whole 
matter in the hands of the Legislature. 


Whils it is not likely that this will meet the 
requirements of the ultra-Prohibitionists, it 
will certainly win the approval of the more 
conservative element, and at the same time 
prevent the organization of another party, 
through which the Republican malcontents 
hope to work, witha view of defeating Gov. 
Foster in the event of his nomination. There 
promises to be a very spirited contest for 
Lieutenant-Governor and Supreme Court 
Judges. Aside from these two, all the present 
State officers will be renominated, probably 
by acclamation.

LARGE ROBBERY OF BONDS. 


ONE HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS IN SE- 
CURITIES TAKEN—HOW THE LOSS BE- 
CAME KNOWN. 


BuFrFaLo, N. Y., June 6.—A startling rob- 
bery, involving the loss of $100,000, was committed 
at the Erie County Savings Bank a few weeks ago, 
the details of which have been kept carefully con- 
cealed by the bank detectives and other persons 
concerned. On May 9, the bank received a letter 
from Baltimore, which ran as follows: 


BALTIMORE, May 6. 
t=" P. Lee, Esq., Frie County Savings Bank, Buf- 


Salo: 

Str: Ifthe institution with which you are con- 
nected has lost alarge amount of property, I can 
give you information which I received in a remark- 
able manner that will be of service to you. If you 
desire to consult me in regard to it, come here and 
see me personally. WILLIAM H. WHITE, 

Attorney and Counselor. 


Mr. Leo was not aware that anything was lost, 
and no attention was paid to the letter. It was be- 
lieved to be a form of black-mail. George Gorham, 
a lawyer of Buffalo, called at the bank May 19 and 
requested his package of securities containing 
$100,000 in coupon and registered bonds, which had 


been on safekeeping in vault several years. On 
examination, the package was missing. Mr. Gor- 
ham stated that he had the package April 30 in the 
bank, cut off some coupons, and laid it back on 
Mr. Lee’s table. The peculiar letter received was 
immediately brought to mind, and Mr. Gorham, 
with Detective John Byrne, started for Balti- 
more the next day. White was sought and 
found to bearough, gruff, swearing fellow. He 
said he knew all about the bonds, and offered to 
return them, provided $50,000 was paid down. He 
did not seem to know where he got the informa- 
tion concerning the theft, but stated it was from a 
woman in New-York. Then he made a pretense 
of sending bogus telegrams, but to no effect. The 
demand for $50,000 was refused, and Mr. Gorham 
and the detective returned to Buffalo. Col. Byrne 
and his detectives are -still looking up the matter. 
Negotiations are pending for the return of the 
property. The theory of the theft is that Mr. 
Gorham left the bonds on Treasurer Lee’s table 
when the latter was in another part of the bank, 
and some sly sneak-thief entered and abstracted 
the package through therailing in front of the desk. 

A circular, warning all banks against negotiating 
the bonds, whose numbers and descriptions have 
been kept, has been issued, and the Police Depart- 
ments of all cities have been given notice of the 
robbery. As the keeping of the bonds was a mere 
matter of accommodation, the bank is not liable, 
and the loss falls on the owners. Mr. Gorham re- 
fuses to give their names, but states that the bonds 
belong to several estates. It is understood that 
Col. Byrne will goto Baltimore again in a day or 
two, Following is a list of the stolen securities:

A BOURBON RAID ON THE SENATE 
OFFICES. 

SEVERAL NORTHERN MEN REMOVED TO 
MAKE ROOM FOR SOUTHERN POLITi- 
CIANS—A GOOD EXAMPLE OF DEMO- 
CRATIC INSINCERITY—THE APPEALS OF 
THE EXTRA SESSION FORGOTTEN. 

Wasuineton, June 6.—During the strug- 
gle over the eleetion of officers in the Senate, 
Democratic Senators made urgent appeals for 
the retention of the subordinates, whose pro« 
posed removal without adequate notice, was 
denounced by them as unjust and cruel. it 
was urged by these Democratic Senators that 
the officers in question had earned, by their 
faithful and intelligent service, the privilege 
of remaining at least until December next, 
particularly as they had performed alj 
the necessary work during the sessions of the 
Senate and were therefore entitled to be con- 
tinued during the few months the Senaie 
would be in vacation, when the labor wouid 
be comparatively light. It was also urged by 
the Democratic Senators as a reason why com. 
petent officers should not be changed, that it 
was contrary to the custom to remove such 
officers except for cause, at a session called 
merely for the transaction of executive busi- 
ness. The Southern Senators were particu- 
larly demonstrative against any changes be 
ing made until the December sessicn, 

The insincerity of these gentlemen is shown 
by their action during the past few days. A 
number of them who lingered in Washington 
for some time .after the adjournment have 
united in a demand on Secretary Burch and 
Sergeant-at-Arms Bright for the removal of 
certain officers appointed from Northern 
States. and the appointment of men from 
Southern States to fill their places during the 
recess. The Senators said to be mast promi- 
nent in this raid on the Senate sut- 
ordinate offices are Messrs. Cockrell 
and Vest of Missouri, Jonas of Louisiana, 
and Brown, of Georgia. P. F. Butler, a com- 
petent officer in the office of the Executive 
Clerk, who was appointed on the recommenda- 
tion of ex-Senator Eaton, has been informed 
that he must os up his place to make room 
for a friend of Senator Cockrell, and John W. 
Lake, of Connecticut, Assistant Superintendent 
of the Document Room, who was also appoint 
ed on the recommendation of ex-Senator 
Eaton, has received a similar notice to vacate 
his office on June 15. This is one of the most 
important offices in the Capitol, requiring 
long experience to become familiar with the 
great mass of miscellaneous printed matter kept 
in the document-room, in order that any bill or 
document princed by either house may be ob- 
tained instantly on demand. Mr. Amzi Smith, 
who has been chief of this department for 
many years, was sick most of the time covered 
by the sessions of the Forty-sixth Congress, 
and Mr. Lake has been in charge dur- 
ing his absence, really performing two 
men’s work during the past two years. He is 
a thoroughly competent officer, and his faith- 
fulness and industry, as well asthe courtesy 
always exhibited by him toward all who called 
at the document-room for information and 
documents, entitled him to the highest consid- 
eration. Superintendent Smith protested 
against his removal, but Mr. Smith’s protest 
and the well-known qualifications of Mr. Lake 
were of no avail. A Southern Senator wanted 
the place for one of his strikers, and Mr. Lake 
has therefore received notice that he must re 
tire. t 

The Librarian of the Senate, P. J. Pearce, 
of Pennsylvania, appointed on the recom. 
mendation of ex-Senator Wallace, and J. M. 
Heiskell, of Maryland, a messenger appointed 
on ex-Senator Whyte’s recommendation, have 
also received notice that they must leave in 
order that the friends of Southern Senators 
may be provided for during the recess. 
Senator Harris, of Tennessee, hasa son who 
holds a clerkship in the office of the Secretary 
of the Senate at an annual salary of $2,400. 
The Senator demanded that his son should 
be granted leave of absence until Dec. 1, with 
full pay, and Secretary Burch was compelled 
to comply with the demand. Senator Jonas 
has had his brother designated to fill one of 
the places from which a competent man 
has been indecently forced. A _ colored 
messenger, who has been in __ the 
service of the Senate for many vears, and wha 
was messenger for ex-Senator Conkling’s com. 
mittee and appointed on the recommendation 
of that gentleman, is also among those re- 
moved. The conduct of those Senators wha 
are responsible for these changes and others 
that are contemplated shows that in resisting 
the resolution for the election of officers ta 
succeed the present incumbents they were noi 
contending for a principle, as they pretended, 
but were impelled by a desire to secure prove 
ender for their followers.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, June 6, 1881. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $162,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $807,234 69, and from Customs, $796, 
437 59. 

The President to-day signed the commission 
of Addison Brown as United States Judge of 
the Southern District of New-York. 

The President appointed the following Post- 
masters to-day: T. B. Tate, at Knoxville, 
Ti. ; A. K. Prescott, Rico, Cal., and J. D. Tix. 
ney, Vicksburg, Miss. 

The President has recognized Miguel Fer 
nandez as Vice-Consul of the Dominican Re. 
public at New-York, and Joseph R. Edwards 
as Consul of the Netherlands at Mobile, Ala. 

It is authoritatively stated that the Bvening 
Critic is not to be an Administration pa« 
per, as has been announced, but that 
it will continue to bo ‘‘independent in 
everything, neutral in nothing.” It will be 
enlarged considerably, and the price will be in- 
creased from 1 cent to2. Among the incor. 
porators of the com any by which itis to be 
controlled are Hallet ilburn, Frank B. 
Conger, and A. C. Buell. The latter will be 
the editor. 

Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Upton 
was asked to-day what authority there was 


for the reports which have recently been cir- 


culated relative to his retirement from office, 
Mr. Upton said that he has no knowledge of 
any wrong ever having been done in the office of 
Custodian while he was Chief Clerk; that all 
the purchases were properly made and paid 
for, and the goods accounted forsofaras he 
ever knew; that the committee now investi- 
gating the matter has not yet called upon him 
to explain any transaction, nor does he think 
they will have any occasion todoso. During 
the course of the conversation Mr. Upton said: 
** Neither the President nor Secretary has in- 
timated to me that charges of any kind have 
ever been made against me, and I do not think 
it possible that any have been made, nor hag 
any intimation ever been made to me that my 
resignation is desired.” 


An abstract of the reports of the national 
banks showing their condition on May 6 has 
just been completed by the Controller of the 
Currency. The amount of specie held by the 
banks on that day was $122,628,562, which is 
$17,500,000 more than at the date of the state- 
ment on March 11, and $36,000,000 
more than on April 23, 1880. The specia 
now held by the banks is eomposed 
of $114,600,000 of gold coin, and $8,000,000 
of silver. Of the gold coin $44,000,000 is 
composed of gold Clearing-house certificates, 
and $5,351,000 of gold United States Treasury 
certificates. Of the silver coin the banks hold 
$1,260,000 only of silver certificates. Th 
banks also hold $70,561,296 of legal-tender 
notes, of which $8,045,000 are Treasury certifi- 
cates. This is much the largest amount of 
specie ever held by the national banks.

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RAVE ENGLISH PROBLEMS

CAUSTIC TALK WITH AN INDE- 
PENDENT RADICAL M. P. 
PROBABILITY THAT THE LAND BILL WILL, 
PASS—WHAT GLADSTONE WOULD DO IF 
IT DOES NOT—DEFEAT POSSIBLE IN A 
GENERAL ELECTION—A REPUBLIC IN 
ENGLAND. 

Loxpon, May 26.—At his handsome West 
nd residence one day this week I had an in- 
terview with a leading Radical member of 
Parliament, one of the most capable and dar- 
ing legis!ators of the day. The result is inter- 
esting, not only as exhibiting his character- 
istic views on the present situation, but as an 
estimate of the opinions of a growing section 
of the advanced Liberal Party. 

Q.—You are an independent member of the 
House of Commons? A,—Yes, but attached 
to the Radical Party. 

@.—You have voted invariably with the 
Land Leaguers during the [Irish question be- 
fore the House? A,—Yes, and Iam thorough- 
ly in sympathy with them and with their de- 
mands. 

Q.—I veniure to ask you these questions in 
order that my iriends mzy properly estimate 
the value of ycur views upon the subject you 
are kind enough to allow me to discuss with 
you. What do ycu think the result of the 
ultimate voting on the Land bill will be? A,— 
That it will be carried by a considerable ma- 
jority. The vote on the second reading is a 
tolerably fair example of what one may ex- 
pect, although, of course, the big fight will be 
on the third reading. 

@.—Will there be any considerable altera- 
tions in committee? A.—There will be 
changes, but the spirit and character of the 
bill will be maintained. 

@.—How will it be treated in the Lords? 
A.—The general opinion in the House is that 
the Lords will accept it with certain modifica- 
tions. I do notagree withthe general opinion. 
From all I know of Lord Salisbury, who is 
now the leader of the Conservative Party in 
the Lords, I arn inclined to think he will make 
a strenuous effort among his party to throw 
out the bill. Lord Salisbury is a bold man 
and hes the courage of his opinions, and it 
must be confessed that the arguments already 
used against the bill in the upper house are 
strong and ful! of constitutional logic. 

Q.—In the event of the House of Lords throw- 
ing out the bill, what would be Mr. Gladstone’s 
course of action? A.—It is understood among 
Mr. Gladstone’s friends that the Premier 
would cali a November session and send the 
bill back azain to the Lords; but I imagine he 
would not do so. I think he would at once 
dissolve Parliament and go tothecountry. If 
he sent the bill back to the Lords, he could 
only go to the country after all, and it would 
not be necessary to accentuate the obstructive 
course of the peers by challenging a double re- 
fusal of the measure. 

Q.—Supposing there should be a general 
election, is there any prospect of the Conser- 
vatives coming back to power? A,—1 do not 
think so, though I am free to admit that our 
Government bas sustained considerable dam- 
age in the estimate of the voting public by the 
vacillating action of Mr. Gladstone in regard 
to Bradlaugh, Irish agitation in its early 
stages, and the Transvaal. 

@.—Do you disagree, then, with the policy of 
My. Gladstone ? A.—-Notinits spirit, but 1 think 
be has made great mistakes. He should have 
taken his coercive measures, if at all, against Ire- 
land long ago; having allowed matters to drift 
be should have been content with the powers the 
law already gave him, and he should have 
brought in his bill promptly and in a simpler 
form. In regard to Bradlaugh, a word from 
Gladstone at the outset would have prevented 
any trouble, and Bradlaugh would have been 
seated without fuss. There is a good deal of 
religious folly—what people call religious 
earnestness—in the country, which has 
been aroused against the Government 
through the Bradlaugh business. As to the 
Transvaal, Gladstone should have repudiated 
the entire thing in the Quoen’s speech, and 
dropped it like a hot potato; or, having taken 
up the quarrel, ho should have gone through 
with it undoubtedly. Asitis, thecountry isin a 
desperate condition, and the Government is 
hampered with questions that do notadd to its 
dignity or its credit. The annexation of the 
Transvaal was an outrage on the part of Lord 
Beaconsfield. It was repudiated and de- 
nounced by Gladstone, and when he came into 
power he should have maintained that position. 

@.—Then you think in a general election Mr. 
Gladstone would suffer at least a great reduc- 
tion of his majority? A.—No doubt ofit. He 
might even be defeated. I do not think he 
would, but his position could. not certainly be 
regarded as safe. The recent election for Pres- 
ton, which returned the Conservative candl- 
fate by a most significant majority, has exer- 
cised a depressing influence upon Ministerial 
circles. There is, however, in this Preston 
business a new political feature, or rather, let 
us say, arevivaiof the agitation of three or 
four years ago for 2 revision of our free trade 
policy. Indesd, I think the Preston election 
may be chiefly looked upon as the outcome 
of the utter depression of trade throughout 
Lancashire, and the increased and increasing 
protective duties of Continental nations as 
against English goods. Some of the clauses in 
the new French treaty have excited the great- 
est indignation throughout many of the dis- 
tricts of Lancashire, in regard more particu- 
larly tothe change from ad valorem to specific 
duties on certain classes of manufactures 
which, it is said, would completely shut out 
from France the goods of some of the greatest 
factories in the North. 

@.—Do you believe the Parnell faetion de- 
sire the passing of the Land bill? A.—1l think 
they are indifferent about it, because it does 
not go as far as they desire. 

@.—-How far really do they want :to go? 
A.—They will never be content-short of a dis- 
ruption of the Union. I do not go with them 
to this extent. For my own part, I look upon 
the blilas a tremendous coneession. Indeed, 
it is nothing short of e reyolution. If it 
paeses, it will give to the Land Leaguers all 
and more than they asked for at the outset, 
andit should be sufficient to pacify ‘and-con- 
tent Ireland. 

«).—Do you think the English tenant will be 
content also? A,—I hope not. The time has 
arrived when the territorial lords of this coun- 
try should have their medieval rights cut 
down tothe ground. The moment the Irish 
bill passes you will see a formidable organized 
agitation in favor of adopting similar meas- 
ures for the relief of the tenant in every part 
ofthe empire. So far as I can help them, they 
will have my voice and my vote. 

Q.—Do you not think we are on the eve of 
very greatand serious political changes in this 
country? A.—I do. 

Q.—And do you think that which is.eviéent- 
ly coming to pass will be for the benefit of 
England generally? A.—I believe the steps 
which are now being taken will eventually 
lead to the abolition of monarchy in Great 
Britain and to the establishment of a republi- 
can government. Tho enlightenment and prog- 
ress of the day are out of harmony altogether 
with the antiquated institutions which surround 
athrons. The —— people have for some 
years past had continual examples before them 
of the folly of Kings and Queens. Her pres- 
ent gracious Majesty—a very good woman in 
her way—has shown them that they can get 
on very well withouta Queen. She has put 
down pageantry; she has lived a retired life; 
she has devoted herself chiefly to funerals and 
Scotch parties. Whenever she has moved, as 
in the matter of Afghanistan and the Cape of 
Good Hope, she has been wrong and out 
of harmony with public sentiment, and 
both Beaconsfield and Gladstone have 
proved to the public over and over 
again that a Premier, or a President, or what-: 
aver you choose to call him, {s quite sufficient 
for government p ses. ‘Moreover, we py 
the Queen for dutiesshe does not perform. She 
is nota liberal woman. She puts work and 
expenses upon the Prince of Wales and makes 
a profit on the transaction; she is savin 
money all the time. Her Court, and the rhe J 
tution of monarchy —— , are surrounded 
by pensioners and officers who enjoy complete 
sinecures. The whole system is rotten, and at 
no distant day, when the voters come to real- 
ize that the power isin their hands, they will 
return to Parliament — of ay a ad re- 
gard to government, and one day by 4 vote in 
the House of Commons we shall abolish the 
throne and set'up a republic. 

Q.—These are s sentiments, though 
they are becoming somewhat familiar in ex- 
treme Radical society. Do you think you 
have sufficiently calculated for the reaction 
which you have previously admitted may be 
setting in hag i present Government? 
A.J thin bern, baomce t am ouite peody 


to admit that it is possible before the consum- 
mation of my forecast there may be another 
reign of the Conservative gs Weare hav- 
ing areturn of bad trade. en Gladstone 
came in there was an upward movement in 
business, and he had the advantages of a good 
harvest. Everybody predicted a complete re- 
vival of business, and there was some warrant 
for it. But within the last twelve or eighteen 
months we seem to have drifted back again to 
bad times. In addition-to this, Mr. Gladstone 
has done some unpopular things. He has 
lost his temper once or twice in the 
House, not with the Opposition, but 
with his own friends, thus alienating some 
of his stanchest supporters. He has madea 
muddle of the Transvaal business. He allowed 
Ireland to drift into anarchy, when he should 
have held it firmly. He has, collaborating 
with the Speaker, set up a dictatorship in the 
House of Commons. He made himself ridicu- 
lous over the Beaconsfield business, and unfor- 
tunately with the Land bill, whatever becomes 
of it, whether the Lords accept it or throw it 
out, whether in the end it is a complete meas- 
ure or an inefficient one, he will make by it as 
many enemies as friends. So that, should any 
chance give to the Opposition an opportunity 
of snatching a victory with the aid of moder- 
ate Liberal Whigs, it is quite possible that Mr. 
Gladstone, going to the country, would sus- 
tain such a defeat as would once more restore 
the supremacy of the Tory Party. 

Q.—Under those circumstances do you think 
it possible that reciprocity or protection might 
become a burning question? A.—I do. On 

rinciple, without doubt, the opponents of 

ree trade are wrong; but certain industries 
are in such a depressed condition, the condi- 
tion of the farmer is so we grange the trade 
outleok is altogether so bad, that unless some 
radical change takes place free trade must be- 
come discredited and unpopular. 

Q.—Do you think a return to the policy of 
protection would mend matters? A.—For a 
time possibly, but only at the expense of ad- 
vancing the interests of one class of the com- 
munity for the benefit of the other. How- 
ever, before free trade and protection form 
once more the subject of popular agitation 
there are many other great questions to be 
settled. We shall cettle them allin due time. 
Exciting and serious events may mark the 
course of our progress, and there is always 
danger that a European war may uyset every- 
thing. 


A POLLUTED RIVER. 


TRIAL OF RICHARD KINGSLAND, OF FRANK- 
LIN, N. J. 

The trial of Jeseph and Richard Kingsland, 
manufactarers, at Franklin, for polluting the water 
of the Passaic River by permitting carbolic acid to 
flow into it, was resumed yesterday in the Essex 
County Court of Sessions at Newark. The evidence 
was intended to show that the Passaic is nothing 
but acommon sewer. The proof of this assertion 
will be interesting to the people of Newark, Jersey 
City, Hoboken, Paterson, Passaic, and other com- 
munities that use the water for drinking and cook- 
ing purposes. Edwin L. B. Gardner, of Pzsszic, 
testified that he is connected, with the Dundee 
Water Power Company as Secretary; that he often 
noticed coal tar on the river; it frequently got on 
his boat when rowing on the river. Peter H, Dore- 
mus testified that the water of the Passaic bas 
been bad for the last two or three years. Ho 

|} bad often seen quantities of dead fish on 
the river. Peter Byrne, one of the proprietors 
of a bieaching and dyeing mill at Lodi, 
testified that the refuse of his factory is discharged 
into theriver: they use soda. lime, vitriol, and 
chioride of lime: from 700 to 1.000 pounds of vitriol 

a day are used. Witness declined to answer 

whether his water-closets emptied into the river, 

on the ground that it would incriminate himself. 

John Keogh, of Rutherford Park, had seen dead 

fish and also dead dogs and cats floating in the 

river; the river is used as a kind of sewer up where 
he lives. Michael C. Waters, of the Passalc Gas 

Works, testified that the waste from the works es- 
caped into the river tothe extent of about three 
colons @ day and one gallon of cval tar. Garrett 
H. Oldis, Chief of Police of Passaic, had frequently 
seen dead dogs and cats in the river. <A_ colored 
maa who had been missing from December wes 
taken out of the river the following May. The 
body was very much decomposed. 

There was a great deal of similar testimony in- 
troduced, Judge McCarter admitting it not in ex- 
tennation of the offense alieged against the de- 
fendants, but to show that the river was in such 
bad condition that carbolic acid would rather im- 
prove it than otherwise. 

Thomas R. Watson, the owner of a bleachery at 
Passaic, testified that at certain times .the water 
is black from discolorations from the dye-stuffs of 
the fyctories at Paterson. In going down the river 
he found considerable coloring matter flowing in 
from a sever, aud at another place he saw sewage 
coming in. The case is still on.

REPORTED HEIRS TO A LARGE FORTUNE. 
From the Fulion (Ohio) Signal, June 3. 
Mr. Frank Winkler, on the West Side, who 
{is in very moderate circumstances, has received 
tho astonishing intelligence that a brother died 
lately in the old country and left a fortune of $45,- 
000,000 to be divided among six brothers and sfs- 
ters, he being one of the lucky ones. The Winkler 
family were of humble parentage, born in one of 
the provinces of Central Prussia, where four of the 
family still reside. Some 40 years ago this elder 
brother left home with a view of seeking a fortune 
in some distant clime. He went to Liverpool, and 
from there took ship for Cape of Good Hope, which 
he reached in safety, and where for many years he 
dealt in diamonds. The family frequently received 
letters from him in which ho stated that he was 
doing well, and would come home some day and 
gurprise them. He wrote to his friends regulariy 
until a few years ago, since which time notbing 
could be learned of him untila few months since 
when papers of England and Prussia announced 
that such a person had died at London after a few 
days’ sickness, while on his way to his home in 
Prussia. Upon investigation by the authorities it 
has been ascertained that his estate is worth near- 
ly $45,000,000. It is being held in England until the 
lawful heirs are found.

Several local process servers have, of 
late, refused to undertake it for any considera- 
tion. One of them who was offered a liberal 
reward if he succeeded in serving half a dozen 
writs on an estate to which he had been 
for years attached as permanent process 
server, threw up the appointment altogether 
the other day, with the practical remark, 
‘* Where's the use of a hatfulof money to a 
man, if his head is knocked off?” The terrified 
tone of the bailiff mind in Ireland gets ex- 


pression every other day in the courts in 
affidavits. In the Court of Common Pleas 
four days ago a local process server in the South 
swore to an affidavit for the information 
of the court, in which he went rather fully 
into the question in connection with his re- 
fusal to go on a writ-serving expedition, even 
with military and Police, on an estate in the 
county of Tipperary. He told how long he 
had been anne in the occupation, and how 
paaeeeny e got on before bailiff-baiting 

came one of the popuiar sports and pastimes 
as well as a patriotic ee how things had 
now so much changed in this connection that 
his life ‘‘would»’t be worth a farthing if he 
had anything to say to such documents ;” and 
how, accordingly, being a man witha large 
young family, he begged respectfully to inti- 
mate to the court, and to all others whom it 
concerned, that from and after the date of the 
sworn document to which he affixed his mark, 
and until further notice, deponent would cease 
to be the process server of the district in ques- 
tion. In this case, as in dozens of others turn- 
ing up weekly, the postman and the bill-stick- 
er were substituted for the bailiff. If things 
continue to go on as they are, the postman and 
the bill-sticker will also have to look out. 

A Tipperary bailiff of peculiar pluck went 
out one day last week with a bundle of writs 
in his pocket. By a rare chance he managed 
to serve them all before public attention was 
attracted to the daring deed. The adult 
male and female population of the locality 
were temporarily absent at a fair or 
market, and it was only on their re- 
turn home in the evening that they as- 
certained what had happened. The state 
of mind into which these good people were 
thrown may be more easily imagined than de- 
scribed. In hot haste they set out—mon, 
women, and children—in search of that bailiff. 
They sighted him when he was within about 
half a mile of his own house. He was walking 
along the road leisurely, smoking his pipe, and, 
most probably, inwardly enjoying the wonder- 
fully easy day’s work he had got through, when 
a wild ‘‘ view halloo,” as the fox-hunters say, 
startled him from the quiet enjoyment of his 
pipe and his pleasant refiections. The whole 
country was after him in fullcry. Away he 
wont atthe top of his speed for dear life. 
Among that crowd that swept down after him 
were many of the swiftest-footed *‘ boys” of 
the district. The bailiff was swift-footed, too; 
and when such a man runs, with his life in his 
hand, it isn’t easy to catch him. The bailiff? 
left the high road and crossed the country; 
over double ditches and stonewalls he went 
like a ceer. His pursuers followed, pell-mell, 
and a dashing steeple-chase ended in the bailiff 
running to earth in hisown cabin. The ‘‘ boys’’ 
were too excited and impatient to set about 
the tedious process of digging him out, so 
they concluded to burn him out. They set fire 
to the thatched cabin, which was soon ina 
biaze. Then the bailiff had to elect between 
staying in to be roasted alive and coming out 
probably to be killed. He chanced the latter 
alternative. When he came out through the 
thick smoke and the flames he tried to lead off 
another cross-country chase, but he was tripped 
up and so badly beaten that he lay ‘‘ for dead” 
on the ground. He is now in hospital, and 
they say he isn’t likely to leave it until he is 
taken out to be buried. 

Two bailiffs since this occurrence have got 
into a similar trouble in the same County of 
Tipperary. This affair was likewise very near 
concluding, as the playbills say, ‘‘ with a bril- 
liant display of fire-works,.”’ with the differ- 
ence that instead of a cabin, a constabulary 
barrack was iavolved in the grand finale. 
‘he two men were caught at the pro- 
scribed work of process serving. Being 
pursued, they ran to earth in a Po- 
lice barrack, where the garrison eonsisted 
of three men, all told. The pursuing party 
assembled outside to the number of several 
hundreds, angrily clamoring to have the 
bailiffs ‘‘thrown out’’ to them to be dealt with 
summarily. One of the three policemen in 
the barracks slipped out through a window at 
the back of the premises and ran to the 
reinforcements. When 
anything like this is going on now 
in the rural districts the custom 
is for the peasantry to sound an alarm with 
horns, Soon the hills and valleys echoed with 
the wild, rude notes of the horn, and from all 
directions multitudes swarmed before the 
Police barrack, which became thoroughly in- 
vested. When the relieving party arrived 
they had to foree their way with 
fixed bayonets through tho angry 
crowd, who flung stones, and threatened 
that if the two bailiffs were not handed out 
they would wreck the barracks to get at them. 
Several volleys of stones were delivered at the 
doors and windows of the barracks, The 
little garrison turned out occasionally and 
made several sorties at the point of the bayo- 
net: but still the number of the besiegers 

ogg 4 fiercely demanded 
the surrender of the bailiffs. The parish 
priest and his curates came on _ the 
scene and endeavored to induce the multi- 
tude to disperse, but the people would listen to 
no expostulation. They said they had no 
desire to harm the Police; all they wanted was 
these two bailiffs, and they meant to have 
them if they had to burn down the barracks to 
get them dead oralive, For atime the situation 
was so serious that it looked as if the barracks 
and the bailiffs were doomed to destruction. 
It was now night, and the multitude sat down 
before the barracks, determined to have these 
bailiffs. An itinerant fiddler was pressed into 
the service of the besiegers, some of whom 
danced in the moonlight, while others kept 
close watch on the barracks, or patrolled the 
road and fields lest the bailiffs should 
steal away. Vague tidings of 
the wild work that was going forward 
before the way-side Volice station having 
reached the resident magistrate of the district, 
he put himself in communication with the offi- 
cer in command of the military at Tipperary 
town. The result was that a strong force of 
the Forty-eighth Regiment of Foot, under a 
Captain and Lieutenant, was dispatched to 
The troops, on nearing 
the scene of action, were marched 
through the fields in such manner 
that their approach was not noticed until they 
were within a short distance of the barracks, 
when, with fixed bayonets, they made a sud- 
den charge upon the multitude, and succeeded 
in making prisoners of 22 besiegers, some of 
whom were well-to-do tenant farmers in the 
locality. This sudden, unexpected descent of 
the red-coats turned the fortunes of the day, 
or rather of the night, in favor of the besieged 
bailiffs and their Police protectors, and at 4 
o’clock in the morning the siege was raised, 
and the troops returned to quarters with their 
prisoners of war. 

A land meeting of more than ordirary live- 
liness, followed by a fierce attack upon the 
military and Police by the multitude who 
coupe the demonstration, came off this 
week at a place which has boen on more than 
one occasion Pos wher bara prominent in the 
events connec with the existing agitation. 
The camping-ground was a village called New- 
Pallas, on the borders of the Counties of Lim- 
erick and Tipperary, from which thousands of 
the peasantry flocked. The village was decked 
out in evergreens, wreaths, green ribbons, 
&c., in honor of the occasion, and a spe- 
cial feature in the display was the 
marching to the place of meetin 
of several hundred young unmarrie 
women, ‘“‘three deep,” wearin n sashes 
and carrying branehesin their hands. An- 
other special feature in the display wasastraw 
effigy, constructed by a local artist, of a land 
agent in the dietrict, which was borne at the 
head of a procession, and which, after 
being kicked and cuffed by hundreds of 
feet and hands, was thrown into a 
fire of turf and  fagots specially 

in an open field for the purpose. and 
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there burned amid the wildest enthusiasm. 
When the agent had been thus “ put out of the 
way” the performance was began on 
the platform, where several local ora- 
tors of great wer talked for hours. 
Near the elose of the meeting the speeches sud- 
pcg: Aeaser @ gunpowder turn. The on, of 
all others,who brought on this fierce fit is a local 
lawyer who yearns for the tented field and the 
crash of battle. The excitement of this demon- 
stration seems to have set his warlike spirit on 
fire; for, without any premonitory indications 
of the coming storm, he suddenly ex- 
ploded in a brilliant blunderbuss speech 
of amazing strength; so very strong, 
indeed, that it took away the breath of the 
Chairman, the parish priest of the district, 
who, when he had sufficiently come to himself, 
—* the fighting sentiments of the flery 
attorney. This. lawyer declared, in im- 
passioned language, that he impatiently 
awaits the day when he can throw 
aside the pen and take up the sword. 
‘Immense cheering,’’ the newspapers say, 
followed this announcement. It evidently oc- 
curred to his legal mind, in the interval of 
cheering, that it would be well, for obvious 
reasons, to attach a ‘‘saving clause”’ to his talk 
about the sword, for he explained that he 
didn’t mean to prescribe a sword for practical 
purposes in the hands of the people; he only 
spoke for himself, and speaking for himself he 
preferred the sword to the pen. So said they 
all; swords for the entire crowd, and the sooner 
the better. More immense cheering followed. 

But it appears that there was at least one 
person there who didn’t care to have a sword, 
and who had the moral courage tosay so. This 
was the parish priest, Father O’Donnell, who, 
when the oratorical fire-works of the dashing 
attorney had fizzled out, repudiated the speech. 
But there was another clergyman there who 
was not at all prepared to ow the warlike 
attorney overboard. It was the opinion of 
this gentleman that the attorney who cried 
out for a sword was only a little in advance of 
the time, which, however, he said, might be- 
fore long come up with the attorney. e said 
the time ‘‘ wasn’t ripe for physical force; but 
events might bring that time arouad.’’ What 
happened after this meeting was this, and the 
attorney’s speech was more or less the cause 
of it: It was deemed necessary for some reason 
by the authorities to draft into the village two 
companies‘of infantry azd a large force of 
Police, who, however, were confined all day 
in the Police barrack, and did not show 
themselves during any of the proceedings. 
When the meeting had concluded, the troops 
and Police left their quarters and proceeded to 
the railway station, which is overlooked 
by a bridge. On this bridge a crowd 
of over a_ thousand persons assembled, 
and from their commanding position they 
hurled stones at the soldiers, one of whom was 
struck on the head and knocked senseless into 
the armsof a comrade. The soldiers succeeded 
in gaining the shelter of the railway station. 
Not so the Police, whose advance was cut off 
by the crowd, who delivered desperate volleys 
of stones into their ranks.’ The Police were 
armed with rifles, and they seemed eager to 
use them, but the order to fire was not given 
by the magistrate in command. They fixed 
bayonets and faced the multitude, who an- 
swered with wild cries and more volleys of 
stones. Atlast the Police, tired of standing 
up to be stoned with loaded rifles in their 
hands, broke up their ranks and fied into the 
railway station as best they could. 
The crowd, excited with victory to this 
extent, prepared to pursue the Police into 
the station. At this critical juncture the 
Rev. Mr. O’Donnell, who had condemned the 
sword speech of the fiery attorney at the meet- 
we came on the scene of action, with several 
other clergymen, and set himself to stay 
the impetuous pursuit of the peasantry. 
By the combined application of moral suasion 
and no small degree of physical force, the cler- 
gymen succeeded in staying the headlong 
charge of the crowd after the Police, who, be- 
yond doubt, if they had been driven to bay 
in the railway station, would have used their 
rifles in self-defense. They had received very 
severe treatment; their patience was exhausted, 
and human nature could scarcely passively 
stand much more stoning under the circum- 
stances. When the train carrying the military 
and Police moved out of the station the multi- 
tude who held the bridge rained volleys of 
heavy stones at it, ana then marched off the 
ground singing the song of victory. It does 
not appear that the warlike attorney (whose 
name, it should be stated for the purposes of 
history, is Moran) was to the fore during this 
fierce affray. Probably he was away some- 
where looking up that sword about which he 
had spouted so stirringly. 
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PERU’S DISTRESSED CONDITIO~. 
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CONGRESS DELAYING REORGANIZATION— 

CHILI READY TO FORM A GOVERNMENT 

PANAMA, May 28.—Latest dates from Lima 
are to May 18. The Peruvian Congress, which con- 
vened on May 15, at Chorrillos, failed to assumea 
constitutional form for want of a quorum. Sena- 
tors and Representatives were present in the city 
in numbers amply sufficient for that purpose, but 


such is the state of feeling among Peru’s leading 
men at the present moment that united action for 
the most patriotic ends is impossible. True, the 
preliminary business of organization was entered 
upon, but there was soon so apparent a discord- 
ance of. sentiment upon important particulars 
that an adjournment became necessary and no 
sessions have since taken place. The question of 
@ quorum at once decided in this singular 
an disappointing manner, there remains 
the question if Admiral Lynch, who has 
lately taken command of the army of 
occupation, and who has ample powers to come to 
terms with the Peruvians, will age this empty, 
urposeless, and unpatriotic shilly-shallying any 
onger. He has all the officers at his command 
(Chilians) to form a Chilian Government of his 
own, and leave Peruvians to fight their miserable 
political questions out among themselves, without 
the dignity of official character or standing to assist 
them. ‘The only thing to prevent such a consum- 
mation, desired by many residents of Lima, is the 
report which has reached the Peruvian capital by 
cable, via Europe, that the United States has recog- 
nized the Government of Garcia Calderon. This, 
if true, will bea fatal biow tothe pretensions of 
Pierola, Prado, La Puerta, and all others who ar- 
rogate to themselves the right to govern the coun- 
try i virtue of old and now long-exploded claims. 
lt will also secure a longer lease of life to the 
Calderon Government, and may possibly induce 
the Senators and Congressmen now in Chorrillos to 
forego their partisan tactics and devote themselves 
to the work of the reorganization and pacification 
of their country. 

Pierola has disappeared as effectually as though 
the earth had opened and swallowed him up. His 
lieutenants, Solar and Montero, remain as the only 
visible signs of what was once his dictatorial Gov- 
ernment, Arequipa still preserves her hostile or- 
ganization and vows war to the death against 
Chilians and all Peruvians who believe in the 
new Provisional Government. Not long ago 
Peruvian officers of the new régime 
on their way south to assume control of the de- 
partments which pronounced adhesion to Calderon, 
were captured by the Montoneros of Solar and 
were executed. So says report, and it is also re- 
ported that Calderon is beginning to display some- 
thing of military strength in the way of consolidat- 
ing his Government. He dispatched 400 men the 
other day, armed with weapons borrowed from 
the Chilians to thrash the Prefect of Haaraz into 
subjection. This he willno doubt do, and enable 
the Deputies in that department to take their seats 
in Congress, which ag | had _ been forbidden to 
do. Montero has been invited to take his seat in 
Congress as member for the Province of Puira, 
and a gafe conduct has been sont him. His answer 
will* probably be a refusal. Exchange on London 
in Lima is quoted at 354d. Business is exceedingly 
depressed, and poverty and distress prevail every- 


where.

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REGATTA ON THE HUDSON. 
YACHTS OF THE HUDSON RIVER CLUB SAII- 
ING UNDER DIFFICULTIES. 

The spread of business on the east shore of 
the Hudson River, up along the Boulevard, has. 
driven the Hudson River Yacht Club away from 
its old quarters, at the foot- of West Seventy-sec- 
ond-street. The new location is at the foot of 
Seventy-fourth-street, just below the New-York 
Orphan Asylum. Here, in a well-selected place, 
& pretty new club-house has been erected, with 
spacious verandas, and a large assembly-room in 
the second story. Yesterday was the day selected 
for the ninth annual regatta, and the members were 
out {n full force, and had their friends with them. 
Thomas Ende, Joseph Stilger, Charlies Van Glahn, 
GeorgeW.Wood,and Theodore Muller comprised the 
Regatta Committee, and the judges were J. W. 
Browning, W. B. Finley, and J. Fanning. The 
course was.from the club-house to Yonkers and 


return for all but the smallest class of boats; for 
them the course was to Spuyten Duyvil and back. 
The start was a flying one, and the boats were 
given 10 minutes after the firing of the second gun to 
get under way. The steam-boat General Sedgwick 
accompanied the yachts throughout the race, and 
enlivened the occasion with her suicidal steam cal- 
liope anda brass band. The club generally has a 
very pretty race when it has a regatta, but 
the yachts were no sooner under way yesterday 
than the breeze dled out, leaving them drifting 
about like sticksina mud-puddle. Throughoutthe 
morning the wind blew straight down the river; 
and this was hailed with joy by the yachtsmen; for 
with a strong tide to help them up the river, and a 
strong wind to carry thom. down again, there was 
every prospect of a beautiful race. The wind was 
strong enough at the start to eapsize two of the 
yachts—the B. J. Goodwin and the Laurel. Beyond 
giving their passengers a ducking no harm was 

one. The yachts were all sloops, divided Into five 
classes. In Class A, two cabin sloops started, Capt, 
George W. Wood's Hudson and Capt. W. J. 
Greacen’s Eldevia. In Class B, for boats between 
28 and 27 feet, there were Vice-Commodore J. 
Gafney’s St. Elmo, Capt. J. Stilger’s Clara §8., 
and Capt. E. R. Wilson's Irene. In Class ©, 
for boats between 21 and 23 feet, were Commodore 
R. V. Freeman's Annie L., Capt. J. L. Kreymeyer’s 
H. H. Holmes, Capt. E. Davis’s Idle Hour, and Capt. 
David MeGlynn’s G. B. Dean. In Class D, for boats 
between 18 and 21 feet, there were Capt. C. Roth’s 
Willie, Capt. J. Carolin’s Fire Bug, and J. R. Buck, 
dr.’3 Old Joe. In Class E, for boats of 18 feet and 
under, were Capt. J. McCarty’s Molly McCarty, and 
Capt. A. Komp, Jr.’s Little Dean. It will be seen 
that the gentlemen interested in sailing these boats 
were all Captains, except two, and they were Com- 
modores. It has been ascertained, by a careful 
estimate, that a yacht club can make more naval 
titles in a single season than the Navy Department 
confers in a quarter of a century. 

The Clara 8, was the first boat over the line after 
the signal was fired at 12:38:45. She was followed 
by the Fire Bue, the Little Dean, the Hudson, and 
the Eldiva. The tide ran strong up the riyer, and, 
although there was a head-wind, the trip to Yonk- 
ers was a quick one. Before any of the boats had 
reached Spuyten Duyvil the wind died out almost 
entirely, and made the remainder of the 
race somewhat monotonous. The boats in the 
FE Class, the Mollie McCarty and the Little 
Dean, were yery evenly matched. and this would 
bave been a pretty race had there been any 
wind. The Mollie McCarty started at 12:45:05, and 
the Little Dean at 12:41:15. Their course was only 
to Spuyten Duyvil and return, and the Little Dean 
reached the turning boat at 2:45:02, and the Mollie 
McCarty less than six minutes afterward, at 
2:51:38. The rest of the boats continued their 
course up the river, and tho two yachts just 
named put about. Near the turning boat 
at Spuyten Duyvil, the Hudson and the 
Idle our had a collision, and the Idle 
Hour’s mainsail was split, and her chances were 
ruined. The General Sedgwick, with several 
hundred passengers on board, steamed up to Yonk- 
ers, and there awaited the coming of the yachts. 
The G. B. Dean was the first of the contestants to 

ass the stake-boat, the time being recorded at 

:20:44. The Holmes was a quarter of an hour be- 
hind her, at 3:26:48. The others straggied in, and 
the steam-boat, without waiting for them, steamed 
back to the club-house, there to await their 
coming. It wasafter dark when the boats began 
tocome in, except in the Spuyten Duyvil class. 
Ofthe two boats in that class, the record was as

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THH PARK COMMISSIONERS. 

There was a full attendance at the meeting 
of the Commissioners of Parks yesterday afternoon. 
A communication was received from James M. 
Constable on behalf of the Executive Committee of 
the Museum of Natural History, requesting that 


Julius Munkwitz, at present se My in the Park 
Depariment, be employed by the Commissioners 
of Parks as the architect to prepure the plans and 
specifications of the entrances from the Museum to 
Central Park, and to superintend their con- 
struction. Two entrances are proposed, one 
at Eighth-avenue and Seventy-seventh-street. 
and the other at Eighth-avenue and Eighty- 
first-street. The Legislature has authorized 
the appropriation of $100,000 for this work, 
Commissioner Wales offered a resolution that 
Mr. Munkwitz be employed as suggested. Com- 
missioner MacLean charged that Mr. Munkwitz had 
extorted money from the employes of the depart- 
ment for political purposes, evidence of which was 
on file in the office, and upon thisaccount he could 
not vote for bis appointment to this responsible 
position. Mr. Wales said that Mr. Munkwitz was 
not the only one to collect political assessments 
from the employes, and that they were made by 
Anti-Tammany as well as Tammany and Repub- 
lican politicians. He charged that Mr. MacLean 
had showna particular animosity to Mr. Munk- 
witz, and had been the means of throwing aside 
many suggestions made by him asto work inghe 
parks. The resolution was finaliy lost by a tie 
vote, Messrs. Lane and Wales voting in the affirma- 
tive and Messrs. MacLean and Olliffe in the negative.

CHARGE 170 THE GRAND JURY. 

The June term of the Court of General Ses- 
sions was opened yesterday by City Judge Cowing, 
who appointed Col. William C. Church, of the 
Army and Navy Journal, foreman of the Grand 
Jury. Inhischargeto the members of the grand 
inquest, his Honor said the Grand Jury should not 
exercise arbitrary power to indict whom, how, or 
when they pleased, but should carefully weigh 
every case submitted to them, and only order an 
indictment on good and sufficient testimony. 


Grand Juries were too often usedas engines of 
oppression for the collection of debts. This should 
not be. The Grand Jury room should not be used 
as a thumb-screw for the arrangement of settle- 
ments, and all such cases should be turned 
over to the civil courts. His Honor also 
charged that cases should not be taken up in the 
jury-room in which the accused had not had an op- 
portunity of being heard before a Police mazgis- 
trate, unless it was yeheine J necessary for the 
ends of justice that proceedings should be insti- 
tuted in secret lestthe accused persons might es- 
cape.

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EXCHANGE EHLECTIONS. 
A RAILROAD ISSUE IN THE CANVASS—THE . 
OFFICERS ELECTED. 

The Produce and Cotton Exchanges held 
their annual elections yesterday. In the Produce 
Exchange a determined attack was made upon the 
regular candidate for Vice-President, Mr. J. H. 
Herrick, by means of a circular accusing him of 
being a friend of the railroads. The circular was- 
sprung upon the Exchange at the last moment yes-- 
terday morning. It contained a copy of a series of 
resolutions offered by Mr. Herrick at-a meeting of 


the Board of Managers, on May 5, 1880, protesting 
against a letter written by President Edson to the 
Hon. A. B. Hepburn, Chairman of a Special Com- 
mittee on Railroads of the Legislature, in favor of 
the Raliroad Commission bill, and continued as 
follows: 

“ The sentiments in the resolutions are believed to 
be contrary to the general sentiments of the members. 
These resolutions were forwarded to Albany, and 
were used as the expression of the Exchange to affect 
the Railroad Commission bill adversely, and which 
bill the railroad kings are opposed to. he excellent 
remarks on transportation of our respected ident, 
in his recent annual address, may be accorded similar 
action as has befalien the expressions of President 
Edson, unless such action be repelled by the members. 
The friends of the Railroad Commission bill in the Le- 
gisiature are also the friends of the ‘free canal’ 
amendment, while the enemies of both are the rail- 
road power, who, headed by Senator Wagner, have al- 
ready succeeded in temporarily defeating in the Sen- 
ate the ‘free canal’ measure by votes of well-known 
railroad Senators. Shall we permit this railroad 
power, which to-day controls the Senates of nearly 
all the States of the Union, and which aims to con- 
trol not only the national Government but the Su- 
—- Court of the United States, shall we permit it 

obtain control of the management of the New-York 
Produce Exchange? If we do, it will be because we 
fail to check its early intrusion.” 

The circular was signed by R. B. Livermore, 

airman, and J. J, White, Secretary. In an ac- 
companying ticket Mr. Samuel A. Sawyer’s name 
was substituted for Mr. Herrick’s. The latter im- 
mediately got outa printed answer, in which he 
Bays: 

“* Vioe-President Herrick’s position upon this subject 
is that the question of railroad supe: jon is national 
and not sectional; that under that section of the Con- 
stitution of the United States which provides for the 
regulation of inter-State commerce national legisla- 
tion is legal. and the best interests of the commercial 
classes of the whole country require the prompt en- 
actment by the general Government of such laws as 
will give stability to rates of freight and prevent any 
discrimination or favoritism, That competition is so 
close and severe for the commerce of the West, it is 
unwise and dangerous to seek State legislation to reg- 
ulate the railroads of New-York alone in advance of 
national action, which shall apply to all roads alike.” 

This statement proved effective. The following 
ticket was elected: President—Forrest H. Parker;

LINCOLN’S FRIEND, JOHN HANKS. 
SE Tee 
A GARRULOUS OLD MAN’S REMINISCENCES OF 
His FRBLLOW-RAIL-SPLITTER. 
Correspondence of the Phiiadelphia Times. 
Decatur, IlL, June 2.—Lincoln in his 
younger days had many warm and sincere friends, 
but perhaps there is no man living who ever 
was more intimate with the lamented Presi- 
dent than John Hanks, the old rail-splitter, 
who for years was his bosom companion 
and trusty friend. Mr. Hanks resides on 
a farm four miles east of this place. 


born in Nelson County in 1802, and, notwithstand- 
ing his age, isa finely preserved old gentleman. 
‘**T suppose it seems a very long time to you since 
Lincoln and you used to split rails and run flat- 
boats down the Mississippi River,” said a visitor to 
him the other day. ‘Yes, it does,’’ replied 
Mr. Hanks, ‘‘but I remember the time 
as distinctly as though it was but ysester- 
day. Lincoln was only 12 years of age when 
I first formed his acquaintance. This was in Spen- 
cer County, Ind., and he was at thattime as homely 
and awkward a country boy as a person could very 
weil imagine. 
commonest and coarsest kind of clothing. which’ 
seemed to have been put on in arather careless 
manner. His suspenders were attached to his 
| pantaloons by hickory splinters, which answered 
the purposes of buttons. 
a@ particular fondness for farm work, but no 
one could call him a lazy boy. He was always 
at something, and while on the farm seemed 
to have a _ particular fondness for horses. 
Lincoin hed just reached his twenty-first 
year when he came to Macon County, Ul 
This was 51 years ago, and the country was raw 
and not very thickly settled. Something must be 
done; so he hired outas a farm hand, breaking 
prairie and making rails. A year lator he went to 
Sangamon County, and here we split rails together 
upon the land not very farfrom the spot where 
his monument stands. Wesold them for 50cents 
per hundred. We cut hundreds of cords of wood, 
selling and dividing equaliy the proceeds. We 
built three flat-boats, and made two different trips 
to New-Orleans, and I do not think that I ever en- 
joyed myself so much as I didon those never-to- 

e forgotten occasions. During the trips Lin- 
coln told stories after stories, and each one 
related reminded him of another. In  per- 
sonal appearance he looked a good deal as 

| he did after he became famous. There was the 
same mild and thoughtful expression of the face, 
the same deep, searching look from his eyes. He 
used togay he intended to be a Methodist preacher 
or a lawyer, and said he intended to read law the 
first good chance he got. When he was a boy he 
used to go to church whenever be had an oppor- 
tunity, but for some reason the habit grew away 
from him as he became older, yet | never knewa 
man who was more fond of reading religious works 
or discussing religious subjects tnan Lincoln. He 
was always ambitious, and he used often to talk 
with me about bettering his condition in life.” 

Mr. Hanks here related an incident when Lincoln 
was a storekeeper at the town of Salem, Ill. He 
was also engaged in surveying, and filled the 
position as Postmaster of the place. One day in 
the early Summer a farmer drove up in great haste 
to inquire if there was a letter forhim. He found 
the ofiice closed and no Postmaster in sight. He 
began to look around the neighborhood, and soon 
discovered Lincoln sitting upon the banks of a 
stream engaged in fishing. The man approached 
and asked Lincoln to goto the office and see if 
there was any mail for him. Whereupon Lincoln 
took off his hat and handed the mana letter, saying 
that would be the last letter he ever would deliver 
him in the capacity of Postmaster, as he intended 
to resign in a few days. 

‘Lincoln never was what the world would call a 
money-maker,” continued Mr. Hanks. ‘He was 
very generous when a young man, and his acts of 
benevolence clung to him during the remainder of 
his life. Iremember distinctly the first time we 
arrived in New-Orieans. After we had attended to 
our business the first purchases made by Lincoln 
were books and surveyors’ instruments, and, in-: 
stead of running around town to see the sights, he 
would remain at his boarding-house engaged in 
reading or say ag eee to the boarders, who pro- 
nounced him to be remarkably gifted in that dl- 
rection. Lincoln, in fact, was always in close 
financial circumstances, and at the time he was 
nominated for President he did not have any prop- 
erty to amount to anything, except his residence 
in Springfield. I was well acquainted with his 
wife, Mary Todd, before he married her, but never 
knew there was an engagement between them un- } 
til about two weeks before the marriage took 

lace. ‘The invitation to the wedding was written 
n Lincoln’s own peculiar style, and read as follows: i 
Dear Hanks: I am to be married next Thursday 
eve, the 18th,: to Mary Todd. [hope you wili be on 
deck at early candle light. A. LINCOLN. 
“During the memorable campaign of 1860 the 
rails used by the Republican Party in processions 
and political gatherings were taken from my farm, 
and Lincoln's father, Lincoln, and myself helped to 
split them, I erected the first house in Decatur, 
and Lincoln helped me to do nearly all the work. 
Lincoln was pretty much the same man after pains 
elected resident. He loved all of his: 
old friends to the hour of his death. 
After his election I journeyed to the capi- 
tal to witness his inauguration, and while in 
Washinton called at the White House a number 
of times to see my old friend, always remaining to 
take dinner withhim. It wasa matter of great 
surprise to the dignitaries of the Nation and the dis- 
tinguished gentlemen who were at that time 
thronging the capital, to hear me approach the 
President and call him Abe, and hear the President 
say, familiarly: ‘Hello, Hanks, how are you?’ Be- 
fore I left for Washington I purchased a bran new 
suit of blue jeans, but found that they were hardly 
in keeping with the fine ‘store clothes’ to be seen 
in ana around the capital, but this did not make 
anv difference to Lincoln. He extended to me as 
cordial a greeting as though I was some Eastern 
nabob, dressed in the richest of velvets and jewels.”

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A TALK WITH THE UTES. 
‘EXCITING SCENE IN THE AGENCY—TELLING 
THE INDIANS THE GOVERNMENT'S DE- 
TERMINATION. 

Los Pryos Agzmncy, Col,’ June 6.—On Sat 
“urday the Ute Commissioners met in conference 
“with Head Chief Sapovanora, of the Utes, and his 
Sub-Chiefs Shavane, Piah, Alah,and others. There 
“were at least 1,200 Utes about the agency. The 
scenes within Agent Berry’s offies were eacit- 
ing, dramatic, and perilous in the extreme. 
The Ute Indian Commissioners, Messrs. Mears, 
Russells, and McMorris, were present. Each Indian 
was heavily armed, and when the talk began, the 


building was surrounded by the Utes, wha 
occupied every available spot to listen 
to the conference. This being the regular ration 
day, and the news of the conference having 
been widely circulated among the Utes, a larger 
number than usual wes present. The Utes were 
told by the Commissioners, through an interpreter, 
that the commission had come to the agency 
for the purpose of carrying out the terms of 
the treaty entered into last year; that it was 
the wish and intention of the Government to accom: 
plish the terms of this treaty as expeditiously as 
possible, and remove the Utes upon the new res 
ervation. This announcement had a perceptibly 
unfavorable impression upon. Chief Sapova- 
nora, as well as Shavano and the other 
sub-chiefs. The Utes were furthermore in- 
formed by the Commissioners that it was decided 
to expedite matters with them and permit 
very littl talk. The Government was 
disposed treat them fairly and justly, 
but an enforcement of the stipulations 
of the treaty was absolutely paramount to every- 
thing else. They were to be placed upona new 
reservation, and no deviation from this determina- 
tion was possible.

THE GRAIN TRADE IN ENGLAND. 

Lonpon, June 6.—The Mark-Lane Eupress, 
in its review of the grain trade for the past week, 
says: ‘‘ Wheat made a strong and healthy growth 
under last week's brilliant Summer weather. Al 
other crops were retarded by the same cause, ex: 
cept where there have been occasional thunder 
showers. Thoisteady rain Sunday and throughout 
the night will greatly help all the crops. Native 
samples are scarce at all the provincial exchanges 


Probably very little of the last crop remains to be 
marketed; nevertheless, an attempt to obtain im- 
provse rices utterly failed, and on Friday a re- 

uction had to be accepted to effect sales. English 
fiour was unchanged, but the business was slow 
and unremunerative. Barley, oats, and peas 
were unchanged. Foreign breadstaffs have grown 
steadily weaker. On Friday most wheats were 
cheaper. The supply received in the port of Lom 
don was only 46,000 quarters, ali Australian and In- 
dian, except 1,000 quarters, which were Canadian. 
Of flour there were smail receipts, but the market 
is already glutted for the entire season. Prices 
were unchanged, but it was slow of sale, and the 
tone of the market was weaker. Twenty-one 
wheat cargoes arrived at ports of call, of which 
eight cargoes were sold. irty cargoes are dué 
this week. Maize was in short supply, but weaker. 
Barley was steady and unchanged. Oats were éd. 
cheaper; the arrivals were large. The sales of 
English wheat during the week were 26,1387 quar- 
ters at 43s. 10d. per quarter, against 27.867 quarters 
ss 40s. 7d. per quarter for the corresponding weer 
ast year.”

DOYLE, THE OON- 
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GAMBRETTA’S RISE TO POWER. 
WHAT HE HAS DONE AND MAY YET DO—HIS 
CAHORS VISIT. 

From the London Times, May 26. 

“The event of last week (the vote which 
passed the Scrutin de Liste bill) has made M. Gam- 
betta for the moment the most interesting person- 
age in Europe. What is he capable of? What will 
he do? Is the young Dictator of the Autumn of 
1870, the frantic, but heroic, organizer and pro- 
claimer of the guerre d@ outrance, to return in his 
maturity to a position of equal power; and, if so, 
what use will he make of it? These are the ques- 
tions which every one who watches the course of 


events in France, whether Frenchman or foreigner, 


is putting to himself at this moment, when a seem- 
ingly mechanical alteration in the method of elec- 
tion has placed the Republican leader in a position 
whicn a few months hence can hardly fail to de- 
velop into almost unquestioned authority. It is, 
no doubt, true, and from the English point of view 
it is to be iamented, that France is on the verge of 
doing what she has so often done before, and is 
about to resign herself to the dominating influence 
of one man, Republican, Royalist, Imperialist, she 
looks for a leader, and is restless, dissatisfied, the 
prey to any chance conspiracy or coalition, until 
Bhe has found one. Time, and time only, can prove 
whether the man on whom her eyes are now fixed 
will prove equal to the mission to which she seems 
to be calling him. His townsmen of Cahors talk 
openly to him of a Dictatorship, but itis that * of 
genius, reason, and eloquence,” and none can deny 
that if theseare claims to supreme authority, M. 
Gambetta possesses them all. In 1870, at the mo- 
ment of the nationa! collapse, he had the genius to 
see that the pulse of France was still beating, and 
that one man’s electrical energy might restore her. 
We all know that he failed, but he failed with 
honor, and had it not been for Bazaine’s capitula- 
tion he might not have failed. There can be no 
question, however, that France is the better in her 
own eyes and in the eyes of mankind for the long 
struggle after Sedan, and that struggle was_in- 
spired by M. Gambetta, fou furicua, as Thiers called 
him. . Nor can there be any question that the pres- 
ent political condition of France istoa very great 
extent his work. 

In one form or another M. Gambetta will before 
long accept the responsibilities of power. It can- 
not be denied that the prospect is one which is re- 
garded with uneasiness in some quarters, especially 
across the Rhine; but for that there seems to be 
vo adequate reason. Europe is no doubt a cave of 
olus, and # isin the power of any reckless Con- 
tinental statesman to let loose the storms. But 
what is the evidence that the accession of M. Gam- 
betta to power would be followed by any such re- 
sult? France must, we know, resume her place in 
Europe, but she is resuming it day by day. Her 
recent adventure in Tunis, much as the manner of 
it has been blamed by all disinterested observers, 
has been some gratification to the national 
pride; while by the soreness it has caused it has 
certainly not increased the’probability of a suecess- 
ful war of revenge. Again, the practical reasons 
In favor of peace are becoming stronger day by 
day, at least on the side of France. The develop- 
ment of French commerce and speculation has 
been and is proceeding atarate altogether unex- 
ampled; itis drawing more and more capital and 
more and more investors into its circle, and with 
each increase there is an inereased unwillingness 
to run the risk of war, No one is more fully aware 
of this than M. Gambetta, and no one is more 
aware than he of the urgent social questions that 
gre pressing for solution at home.

At Monsempron M. Gambetta was presented with 
a Magnificent bouquet. As the train drew near to 
his native town the enthusiasm became even more 
general. Church belis rang, muskets were fired by 
the peasants, and crowds of people assembled on 
the side of the railway to welcome their great 
countryman. At Cahors the station and the town 
were brilliantly decorated with flags, and in every 
street was seen a triumphal arch of evergreens 
and flowers. M. Gambetta was received by the 
municipality and the Préfet of the department, 
while a band of music played *‘ Salut au grand 
citoyen.” M. Gambetta warmly embraced his

The re-election of ConkLInG and PLATT 
being conceded, by their most ardent friends, 
to be an impossibility, the immediate retire- 
ment from the contest of the ex-Senators 
would seem to be demanded equally by con- 
siderations of self-respect and party fidelity. 
But after their participation in the effort 
for their own ‘‘vindication,’’ neither Conx- 
LinG nor PLATT can be supposed to have any 
personal dignity worth preserving, and 
having entered into the canvass in defiance 
of the clearly expressed sentiment 
of the great majority of the party, 
it would, perhaps, be too much 
to expect either of them to devote 
aay attention to the interests of Republican- 
ism. It is sufficiently obvious that the 
Conkling programme has resolved itself into 
a dogged effort to prevent any election for 
Senators this year, and to take all the risks 
of an appeal to the constituencies at 
the Fall election. With the perpetuation 
of existing causes of division within 
the party, it is not difficult to predict what 
the issue of such an appeal would be. A 
more striking example of the mischievous 
effects of the boss system in politics could 
not be desired than in the present ‘‘rule or 
ruin” attitude of the Conkling men at Al- 
bany. 

The very clumsy imposition attempted by 
the authors of the petition purporting to 
emanate from 3,100 Republicans of this 
City in favor of the re-election of ConKLING 
and Piatt shows that the ex-Senators have 
some rather unscrupulous as well as indis- 
treet friends, The petition bears evidence 
oi being a mere compilation from the poll- 
of the Seventh or Eighth Senate 
District, the names and addresses being in- 
serted in alphabetical order and in the same 
handwriting. As Mr. Erman, who pre- 
sented the petition, did not take the 
trouble to look at it, perhaps its concocters 
were not so far wide of the mark in suppos- 
ing that their bald forgery might pass unde- 
tected, but, principle apart, the absurdity of 
taking such a risk for so slight a possible 
gain is sufficiently apparent. Mr. Eroman 
was compelled to admit that had he ex- 
amined the petition he would not have pre- 
sented it, and had it come through less faith- 
ful bands the public might have supposed it 
to be a deliberate attempt to cast ridicule 
sud contempt on the Conkling cause.

The Peruvian Congress, which is charged 
with the duty of reconstructing the Gov- 
ernment of the unfortunate republic, has 
failed to convene, and the public affairs of 
Peru are once more plunged into confusion. 
It is said that there were sufficient numbers 
of Senators and Representatives in Lima 
(the temporary capital being in the suburbs) 
to constitute a quorum, but that these pur- 
posely absented themselves. Thisisa curious 
turn of affairs. There are four or five 
chieftains who claim the right to reorganize 
the Government as chief magistrate. At 
Arequipa is a Government which is hostile 
to all pretenders, and which asserts itself to 
be the only legitimate successor of the ad- 
ministration which was overturned by the 
war. The Congress, legally and regularly 
elected, fails to convene, its members re- 
fusing to take the responsibility which falls 
upon them. Nothing but the intervention 
of the conquerors, apparently, can bring 
any semblance of order out of this hopeless 
anarchy. | 


The Governor’s rigid attention to the in- 
terests of New-York tax-payers has caused 
him to veto the bill for the rebuilding of the 
restaurant in Central Park and the bill to 
provide for the publication of the registry 
of voters in the City and County of 
New-York. To the first there clung a 
strong flavor of jobbery, and the grounds 
given by the Governor for refusing his 
approval of it are entirely sufficient. The 
failure of the last-named bill is regretted by 
some Republicans, inasmuch as the proposed 
publication of the registry would be a pow- 
erful agency in the repression of illegal vot- 
ing. The Governor is, nevertheless, right 
in his position that the massing together of 
200,000 names would be a much less 
effective method of publication than 
the printing of names by election dis- 
tricts on a list to be circulated 
among the voters in such districts, and that, 
in fact, the publicity given to the entire list 
might create as many dangers as it would 
cure. The saving of trouble to political or- 
ganizations and candidates from such a pub- 
lication is hardly, as the Governor remarks, a 
purpose for which the City ought to incur 
expense. 


DANGEROUS DELAYS. 

The Republicans in the Legislature who 
oppose the re-election of Messrs. Pharr and 
CONKLING ought to see that the time has 
come when they cannot afford to waste their 
votes on a half-dozen candidates. In so 
doing they are but playing into the hands 
of the Platt-Conkling faction, and are im- 
periling the interests of the Republican 
Party, not only in the State, but in the whole 
country. The clique of politicians who are 
bound hand and foot to the Conkling ma- 
chine, whose political and personal fortunes 
depend on its maintenance, who are Conk- 
ling men first and Republicans afterward, 
if that suits them, ask nothing better than 
that the representatives of the Republican 
Party shall continue to split themselves into 
insignificant squads, each one conduct- 
ing a sort of guerrilla campaign un- 
der a leader who has no_ hope 
of victory. These machine politicians rely 
on their discipline, their independence of all 
popular opinion, and their mutual interests 
to hold them together until their opponents 
are worn out. They profess to believe 
that the feeling against their champion is a 
‘‘craze,”’ that it will die out, as other ebulli- 
tions of public sentiment have done, ond 
that, sooner or later, a break will be made 
in their opponents’ lines, and Conxk1ine, if 
not Piatt, will be chosen before the party 
realizes what has happened. 

We doubtif any one seriously believes 
that this can take place.. The feeling against 
Conklingism as opposed to Republicanism is 
too intelligent, and, therefore, too deep- 
seated, to be so easily exhausted or put to rest. 
It is the fruit of years of experience. The 
Republican Party has suffered many offenses 
and much neglect from Senator ConkLina. 
It has seen its most important and 
deeply cherished principles ignored by 
him. It has seen questions involving 
the public credit and the profoundest inter- 
ests of the great business community which 
he was elected to represent discussed for 
weeks in the United States Senate without 
his deigning to lend to Republican ideas 
his persuasive eloquence or the influence of 
his political position. It has seen the Gov- 
ernment of the Republic exposed to perils 
that might easily have included another 
civil war without any man being able 
to say where the Republican Senator from 
New-York stood, and without a word of 
counsel or guidance from him to his dis- 
tracted country. And now when Mr. Conx- 
LING has openly separated from his party, 
when he has “‘pronounced,”’ as they say in 
Mexico, for himself, as superior to the Presi- 





dent, to the Senate, and to the party, the 


Republicans of this State are not likely 
to forget in a few weeks the real 
cause of their distrust of him. But 
the Legislative majority does not, as we 
have frequently pointed out, completely 
represent the Republican Party in the State. 
It contains a certain number of men who 
are held to their allegiance by the sheer 
force of public opinion, and who would be 
only too glad to be persuaded that they can 
safely vote for Mr. Conxuine. It is on 
these men that the Conkling faction relies, 
ané tries to keep them voting for as many 
different candidates as possible. Thisis prac- 
ticable so long as Mr. Conx.iine leads the 
list of candidates. It will cease to be prac- 
ticable, or become very difficult, so soon as 
the true representatives of Republican senti- 
ment unite on two candidates who shall 
each have more votes than the champion of 
the machine. Our advices from Albany 
are to the efiect that the Republican leaders 
begin to realize this fact, and that they are 
now devoting their energies to obtaining a 
concentration on the two most available Re- 
publican candidates. 

They have not begun a moment too soon. 
The Republicans throughout the State 
and the country expect, and have the right 
to expect, that the large majority which 
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their party possesses in the Legislature will 
secure the election of two Republican Sena- 
tors to the places which Messrs. PLatt and 
Conkuiine have deserted. It would be a 
great misfortune, anda disgrace as well, if the 
opportunity which now presents itself should 
be lost. Itis plain that Mr. ConkLine would 
not go back to the Senate, were he to go, 
as a Republican. He would go in that sin- 
gularly selfish capacity which Mr. Jay 
GovuLp ascribed to himself in his political 
relations, namely, asa Republican, a Demo- 
crat, or an Independent, as suited his own 
ends. And what he was, Mr. Part, who 
has hopelessly effaced himself in this can- 
vass, would perforce bealso. Theirelection 
ought to be, and we believe is, impossible; 
but the interests of the national Republican 
Party and the dignity of the State require 
that their pretensions should be promptly 
put at rest by-the election of two undoubted 
Republicans, 


MR. COLEMAN’S OPPORTUNITY. 


Commissioner Cotmman, of the Depart- 
ment of Street-cleaning, has a chance to 
make a record which will place him high 
in the estimation of the people of this City. 
The time has not been within the memory 
of man when the streets of New-York were 
clean. Every method hitherto devised for 
effecting that object has failed, because, in 
consequence of some inherent defect in 
the system, it has not been conducted 
as a plain matter of business. Its 
working has been subject to political in- 
fluences and requirements. Hence, the City 
has acquired the unfortunate reputation of 
being one of the dirtiest and most unhealthy 
in the world, when it might be one of the 
cleanest and healthiest. The man who shall 
be the first to wipe out the disgraceful 
record and establish a system and practice 
that shall give us clean streets and remove 
one great factor among the causes of mor- 
tality, will deserve a monument more en- 
during than bronze. Let such a system be 
once successfully established and it will 
have the protection of conservative 
public opinion and can be maintained 
with far less difficulty than was involved in 
securing it. Once get street-cleaning disen- 
tangled from politics and successfully man- 
aged as a practical business matter, with all 
the beneficial results of the change fairly 
established, and the people will hardly tol- 
erate any proposition that would set it 
back. Mr. CoLeManN is no politician, and 
he has the reputation of being a 
practical and energetic man of business, 
accustomed to conducting operations which 
require the effective use of men and appli- 
ances, Ifthe law under which he has been 


appointed does not hamper his action, we 
have a right to expect the best results from 
his administration; if the law proves defec- 


tive in its working, it ought not to be diffi- 
cult to have its defects remedied by the 
time it has been fully subjected to the test 
of experience. 

The law has been criticised in several 


points, but the efforts of a competent ard 
earnest man to execute its provisions will do 
more than volumes of criticism to develop 
its merits and defects. Most fault has been 
found with the method of appointment, 
with which Mr.

will only be necessary for the Mayor 
to name the right kind of a man to secure 
the approval of that body. It is equally 
likely that it will make no opposition to the 
removal of a man who proves incompetent 
or for any reason unfit to be retained. The 
theory involved in the method of appoint- 
ment and removal is less important than the 
practical result, and Mr. CoLemMan has the 
same opportunity to distinguish himself in 
his new office that he would have had if 
he was entirely dependent on the Mayor for 
his place. A point of great importance 
is gained in having a separate de- 
partment under a single head, solely re- 
sponsible for its administration. It is not to 
be expected that the head of any department 
shall be placed above the law or freed from 
the ordinary safeguards for the discharge of 
public trusts. No reasonable man would 
ask or expect it. The new Commissioner 
has authority to purchase or hire all the ap- 
pliances he may need in addition to those 
turned over to him by the Police Depart- 
ment, but when the amount involvedina 
single purchase or hiring exceeds $1,000 it 
must be made by contract with the lowest 
responsible bidder. He may also make con- 
tracts for the cleaning of separate districts of 
the City, or for the final disposition of the 
refuse removed, but these contracts must 
be subject to the approval of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, and he is to 
be dependent on the same body for the 
amount of the funds placed at his disposal. # 
These restrictions upon his power have been 
criticised, but it is hard to see why the legit- 
imate functions of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment should be suspended 
with reference to this single department of 
Municipal administration. No official has 
a right to claim that his character or 
the nature of his duties should place him 
above the ordinary safeguards which have 
been found necessary in the public service. 
So long as he is honest and efficient they are 
not likely to operate as a restraint upon him, 
and he is liable to have a successor for 
whom they may be necessary. Thersis no 
reason for apprehending that the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment will hamper 
the work of the Street-cleaning Department 
if the Commissioner shows that he is con- 
ducting it honestly and efficiently. If it 
does, its obstructiveness must be dealt with 
when it comes, but sucha thing is surely 
pot to be assumed beforehand of a body 
with such obligations and responsibilities. 

It is a great thing that the Commissioner 
will bave undivided power and can pur- 
chase or hire what he needs and make con- 
tracts for the execution of parts of his work 
when that can be done to advantage. Itisa 
great gain, too, that he will have a large 
degree of freedom in disposing of the refuse 
material of the City. That which may be 
turned to account for useful purposes he 
will be at liberty to dispose of for such pur- 
poses; and if there isa gain in burning up 
any part of it, he will be at liberty to 
burn it. It is to be hoped that he 
will succeed in solving the problem 
of disposing of all the City refuse 
without dumping it in the sea, a process that 
it is difficult so to guard as to prevent all in-

jury to the harbor and the adjacent shores. 
The greatest difficulty is anticipated in se- 
curing an effectual execution of the eleventh 
section of the law. This requires the Board 
of Health to enforce the provisions of its 
Sanitary Code with reference to the separa- 
tion of ashes and garbage, As a sulssidiary 
matter in connection with the disposal of 
these materials this is of great importance, 
but it is apprehended that the enforce- 
ment of the requirements in the tenement- 
house districts will be very difficult. The 
Commissioner of Street-cleaning has no 
power or responsibility in the premises, the 
help of the Police is not made available, but 
the duty of enforcing the regulations is put 
upon the Board of Health, wuich has only a 
limited force of inspectors, with other duties 
to perform, that can be employed for the 
purpose. Whether there is all the difficulty 
in this requirement that seems to be antici- 
pated, only experience and an effort to carry 
it out in good faith can prove. It is to be 
remembered that the owners as well 
as the occupanis of houses are made 
responsible for the separation of ashes 
and garbage and the placing them in 
different receptacles, and are subject to the 
penalties of the sanitary regulations in case 
of violation of this requirement. It is 
quite possible that a resolute effort to hold 
them to the responsibility may produce the 
desired result without great difficulty. If 
not, this weakness in the law should be 
remedied at the first opportunity. But the 
new Commissioner has, at all events, a 
chance to show how a great city may be 
cleaned and kept clean, and if he succeeds 
in doing it he will win the gratitude of a 
long-suffering people. 


GOVERNMENT ON BUSINESS PRIN- 
CIPLES. 


People who make their income from 
profits derived from contracts with the Gov- 
ernment will learn with alarm that Post- 
master-General JAmEs is determined to con- 
duct the affairs of his department on busi- 
ness principles. This is by no means a 
novel statement from the head of the postal 
service; it has been made by other Postmas- 
ters-General. But up to the present time 
no administration of that branch of 
the public service has impressed any- 
body with the idea that there was 
much earnestness in the  proclama- 
tion. Postmaster-General JamzEs, however, 
not only proposes to conduct the affairs of 
the postal service on business principles, but 
he has begun to show how this is to be done. 
In the first place, he abolished the present 
system of carrying empty mail-bags for the 
benefit of contractors.. By reductions in 
the cost of the carrying of the mails he has 
already effected a saving of $800,000; and 
he has not yet laid down his pruning-knife. 
When the savings by an honest and inteili- 
gent administration of affairs are all reckoned 
up, it will be found that the postal service 
of the United States will very nearly pay 
for its own maintenance. 

The only branch of the public service 
which undertakes to perform for the indi- 
vidual citizen a certain work for which 
money is demanded by way of compensa- 
tion, is the carrying of the mails. Other de- 
partments of the Government, as the light- 
house service, for example, perform a cer- 
tain gratuitous service, or, as is the case 
with some branches of the Treasury, they 
exact a fee, in the nature of a direct tax, 
on the transactions of business men. The 
Post Office Department is the common 
carrier of the people. From carrying letters 
and newspapers, this service has gradually 
grown into something very much like a vast 
express company. Under the present postal 
regulations, articles of merchandise which 
formerly could only be sent by express, at a 
considerable cost and under great risks, are 
now quickly transported to the most remote 
points in the Republic safely and without 
loss. The money order system has largely 
taken the place of the old system of 
foreign and domestic banking exchanges, 
where small amounts are to be transmitted. 
And to suchan extent has the postal service 
become the ready servant of the people that 
there is an increasing demand that it shall 
include banks for savings and telegraphy in 
its functions. 

That an agency so far-reaching in its 
scope, so thoroughly equipped, and so ad- 
mirably suited to meet the wants of the 
whole people, should be self-sustaining seems 
reasonable on its face. But there are diffi- 
culties in the way of placing the postal ser- 
vice on a basis such as that on which a pri- 
vate corporation is conducted. An express 
company which, after many years of trial, 
should fail to pay expenses, would wind 
up its affairs and go out of business. 
The United States Post Office De- 
partment not only continues to do 
business at a loss, but during some periods 
it has steadily increased its annual losses. It 
is not to be expected that, even under the 
best possible management, a Governmental 
institution which carries letters and pack- 
ages, at uniform rates, into the most sparse- 
ly settled, as well as into the most populous, 
regions of the country, can be made to show 
profits like those of an express company. 
Possibly, it will be along time before the 
profitable business of carrying the mails in 
the thickly settled States will be so increased 
that the surplus revenue will make up for 
the deficiencies caused by the costly main- 
tenance of a mail service in parts of the 
country where setflements are few and far 
between. But that time will surely come, 
although it will never come until the Post 
Office Department is managed on business 
principles. 

The developments made in Tue Times, 
from week to week, exhibit one of the 
causes of the failure of the Post Office De- 
partment to pay its own cost of mainte- 
nance. As we have already shown, the pres- 
ent Postmaster-General has cut off so many 
of the useless routes (presumably dishonest- 
ly run) that he has effected an annual sav- 
ing of $800,000. This handsome sum has 
heretofore been charged to the account of 
loss.. It now goes over to the other side of 
the ledger. Other leaks will be stopped, other 
needless expenses cut off, and other thieving 
tricks will be made impossible. When all 
this is done, the postal service will be nearer 
than ever to paying its own expenses. The 
great majority of men who make contracts 
to furnish the Government with supplies, or 
with labor and service, seem to think that 
they are entitled to a far greater profit 


than they would expect from any con- 
tract with private corporations or in- 
dividuals. To have a Government con- 
tract is, in the popular estimation, 
‘*a sure thing’’ for a handsome profit on the 
investment. This idea, considerably exag- 
gcerated, made the star route frauds possible 
and feasible. The business head of the Post 
Office Department has made a beginning in 
the right direction. He has broken up a dis- 
honest system. Possibly, no such abuses 
exist in other departments of the Govern- 
ment. But the example of the Postmaster- 
General is worthy of imitation. It will be 
a sorry day for adventurers and speculators 
when all the departments of the Govern- 
ment are conducted on business principles. 


A TALMAGE MATINEE. 


Whatever is of absorbing interest above 
stairs naturally attracts attention in the 
servants’ hall. It was therefore inevitable 
that the interest excited among intelligent 
men in the revision of the New Testament 
should finally reach TaALMAGE. His opinion 
on any question of scholarship or criticism 
is, of course, utterly valueless, and his ser- 
mon on the revision reminds one strongly 
of the cook’s question, ‘‘ Who wrote Shake- 
speare ?’”’ but whenever TALMAGE advertises 
aspecial performance, he always draws a 
crowd, and on Sunday morning his ‘‘ Tab- 
ernacle’”’ was filled by a noisy but approving 
audience, 


In coarseness, silliness, and profanity 
TALMAGE’S attack on the revised New Tes- 
tament was neither better nor worse than his 
average Sunday morning performance. He 
stopped short while praying in order to 
make a hit at the revisers, who have omit- 
.ted the spurious doxology from the Lord’s 
Prayer, but that TaLMace should make a 
prayer to Almighty Gop the foundation for 
what he considers a sarcasm or a joke will 
surprise no one who knows him. That he 
should swear in the pulpit—as he did 
when he took an oath never, never to 
desert King James’s version—was what 
might have been expected, and his 
attack on the. revisers because they 
rejected certain motes proposed by the 
American committee and ridiculed by Tat- 
MAGE himself was entirely characteristic 
of his peculiar methods of reasoning. That 
a man whose ignorance of the simplest rules 
of English grammar is as conspicuous as 
his total inability to understand why coarse- 
ness and vulgarity are distasteful to gentle- 
men should undertake to criticise the work 
of the foremost scholars of England and 
America, to charge them with errors of 
translation and offenses against good taste, 
would be simply amusing were it not that 
this pretentious person still has the counte- 
nance of the Presbyterian denomination, and 
has a large following among men of his own 
social and intellectual grade. 

TaLMAGE finds two grounds of objection 
to the revision. These are that the changes 
made by the revisers are of no consequence, 
and that they will make more infidels than 
the revisers could convert should they live 
aslong as MeruuseLtan. That these two 
objections utterly refute one another is noth- 
ing to TaLMaGn, for he knows his audience 
and can trust it to accept buffoonery for ar- 
gument. He thinks it is ridiculous that the 
revisers should have changed the sentence, 
‘‘ No man putteth new wine into old bot. 
tles,’’ by substituting ‘‘ wine-skins’” for 
‘*bottles,’’ and he revolts at the careful dis- 
tinction made by the revisers between the 
meaning of different tenses, as if grammat- 
ical accuracy were necessarily a personal in- 
sult to him. He says that the American com- 
mittee suggested adding to the phrase, ‘‘ He 
was naked,” the explanatory note, ‘‘ He had 
on an undergarment only,’’ because their 
sensitive modesty was hurt by the word 
“naked,” but had TaLtMAGE the slightest 
knowledge of Greek he would know that 
the Greek word which is translated ‘‘ naked”’ 
means “clad only in an undergarment,”’ 
and that the American committee made their 
suggestion purely in the interest of fidelity to 
the Greek. It is only persons like TALMAGE 
who find indecency in the word ‘‘naked.”’ 
Hle asserts that the revision ‘‘ wars on the 
magnificent liturgy of the Episcopal Church 
and renders all its prayer-books of no value.’’ 
That the liturgy should be patronized by 
TaLMAGE is a curious exhibition of what 
the worldly call ‘‘ cheek,’’ but the assump- 
tion that he knows anything about the 
Prayer-book and its relations either to the 
old or new version of the New Testament 
must be extremely exasperating to ardent 
churchmen. But to find fault with Ta.- 
MAGE because he knows neither Greek nor 
English is like upbraiding the cook because 
she is not a Shakespearean critic, and cannot 
be indulged in to any extent without wast- 
ing time. 

Most people admit that if there are errors 
in the old version, whether they are impor- 
tant or not, they should be corrected. As 
might be expected, TALMAGE holds a differ- 
ent view. He says that the correction of 
these errors shocks the faith of the people. 
‘*Be careful, gentlemen,’’ he solemnly re- 
marks, ‘‘that while hunting rats in the cel- 
lar you do not set the august temple on fire.’’ 
One might almost fancy that TALMAGE was 
addressing Dr. VANDYKE, and protesting 
that to prove a minister guilty of lying 
would be to endanger the interests of the 
Church. He thinks that to let people know 
of the existence of unimportant errors in 
the King James Bible is to shake their faith, 
and that the existence of these errors should 
be carefully concealed. Honest and truth- 
ful men do not believe that the authority of 
the Bible can be efficiently maintained by a 
policy of concealment and fraud. If clergy- 
men, andeven persons like TaLMaGgs, should 
agree to conceal from public knowledge the 
trivial errors of the old version, the discovery 
—which would be made sooner or later—that 
they exist would have a disastrous effect. 
Such a course would be akin to thatof a relig- 
ious denomination which should think it 
better to conceal, as far as possible, offenses 
against morality and decency committed by 
any of its ministers rather than to risk the 
scandal which would be caused by the con- 
viction and deposition of the offender. The 
resuit would be that people would lose faith 
in the denomination which should thus 
countenance immorality ; and were TAL- 
MAGE to have his way the Church which 
might try to conceal the errors of the old 
version would lose all claim to confidence 
and respect. The merit of the new Version 
is that it is more truthful than the old. and 


we need not wonder that Tatmace in- 
stinctively hates it. 


The Czar’s rumored intention to fix his Sum- 
mer residence at the littie port of Peterhof, stand- 
ing 16 miles west of St. Petersburg, on the south 
shore of the Gulf of Finland, shows at least a very 
decided contempt fur one of the gloomiest among 
tha countless superstitions that cluster around the 
house of Romanorr. Peterhof has more than once 
played a very important part in Russian history, 
but always in a sinister and malignant fashion, 
Off the point that shuts in iis tiny bay, its founder, 
Pzrtrer the Great, while gallantly endeavoring to 
save a drowning sailor, received the injuries which 
caused his death. Tradition brands it with the 
murder of the infant Ivan V. Pzrer III. was 
brutally assassinated in a dreary old chateau amid 
the gloomy woods that skirt it to the left. NicHo- 
LAS, On the very day of the Alma, reviewed for the 
last time before his death the cavalry of his Guard 
in front of its stately palace. With the present 
Czar, however, the fact of his beloved wife having 
landed there on her first arrival in Russia (Sep- 
tember, 1866,) is doubtless sufficient to outweigh 
all these memories of evil, although the torpedo- 
boats sent to guard his passage show that even he 
is not wholly proof against their influence.’ 
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The Iberia Sugar Bowl, which is good au- 

thority on all matters connected with the sugar 
industries of Louisiana, reports a matter small in 
itself, but of immense possibilities. Some few 
years ago a French gentleman resident in St. Mary 
Parish began purchasing cane by the ton and crush- 
ing it in his own mills. Now he is surrounded by a 
class of white cultivators who furnish him all the 
cane he needs, and he plantsno more. The Syvgar 
Bowl also speaks of another similar factory as pro- 
jected by persons competent by their experience to 
judge of their probable success. In themselves 
these factories go about as far toward indicating a 
revolution in sugar culture as a swallow does to 
making a Summer. The important thing is not the 
factories, but the principle on which their owners 
are working. To illustrate the point, the reader 
may be asked to imagine the effect on the cotton 
industry of requiring each planter to run his own 
mills. And something of the same sort may be 
seen at the North, where a large impulse was given 
to the dairy interest by the establishment of 
cheese factories, which work up the milk of many 
farmers. Still closer in analogy is the 
foreign custom of sugar manufacture, in 
which the planters and the millers are 
a distinct class. Indeed, it was hiy experience in 
France which prompted the pioneer to his action 
inthis country. The gain from central sugar fac- 
tories is not merely the advantage of a large fac- 
tory over several smaller ones, the economy of 
substituting one fire and boiler for several, &c. It 
is far more wide-reaching than that. It means 
nothing less than that every white man who owns 
alittle homestead can engage ina culture which 
has heretofore been monopolized by wealthy plant- 
ers, and that is for the interest of all concerned. 
Ten-thousand-acre plantations and one-huudred- 
thousand-acre wheat farms through which one 
may ride miles and never see a house or man are 
imposing to read of, but old Italy and modern Rus- 
sia and England abundantly emphasize the evils 
which flow from large holdings. Central sugar 
factories and the success of small farmers mean 
busy times for Louisiana directly, and indirectly for 
the whole country. Sugarisas much of a staple 
article as wheat, and there is no natural reason 
why we should not export it in large quantities in- 
stead of importing it by the half-million tons and 
paying in New-York more than the London price. 


The motto of the finaneiers of the Spanish 
Republics, and, indeed, of all South American 
countries, seems to ke, “Let me handle the Cus- 
toms receipts of a country and I care not who 
makes its laws.’? Chili derives her public revenue 
mainly from Customs duties. Peru lays no direct 
taxes, but depends upon the sale of guano and the 
Custom-houses. More than three-fourths of the 
revenue of the United States of Colombia comes 
from Customs. Brazil lays duties on exports as 
well as imports, and thus obtains nearly three- 
tourths of herrevenue. Mexico derives more than 
two-thirds of herincome from import and export 
duties. In our own Unite States, since the recent 
enormous expansion of our imports, Customs re- 
ceipts have become a more important fraction of 
our total revenue than formerly, the estimated 
proportions for the year ending June 20 and for 
next year being $195,000,000 from Customs, in a 
total of $250,000,000. Onthis showing we are notso 
far behind our Southern neighbors in our depend- 
ence on incoming merchandise. But our Cus- 
tom-houses are not made useful in such 
a remarkable variety of ways as in Mexico 
and South America, where they are regarded 
as a universal coilateral security for claims and ob- 
ligations of all kinds. Orders on Collectors of Cus- 
toms are a common form of Treasury note in many 
of these countries. Chili's first act after the cap- 
ture of Lima was to make sure of the Custom- 
house at Callao, and she now levies on all goods 
entering Peruvian ports, much to the distress of 
the Government and people of the country. The 
Mexican Government has ineurred a liabil- 
ity of $90,000,000 in subsidies to various 
railroad enterprises, of . which it is  ex- 
pected that $69,000,000 will have to be 
paid. Two companies, the Mexican Central and 
- the Mexican Construction Company, are to receive 
$41,€00.000 of this amount, and are to be paid out 
ofa fund created by the appropriation of 10 per 
cent. of the Customs receipts at the maritime 
and frontier Custom-houses; the remaining $28,- 
000,000 will be paid directly from the national 
Treasury. Mexico at present collects but $11,000,- 
000 in duties annually, so that, allowing for all 
probable increase in her commerce, it will take at 
least 20 years to pay up the subsidies to the two 
companies named. No subsidy is provided for un- 
der Gen. GrRANT’s contract for the road from the 
capital, through Puebla and Oaxaca, to the Guate- 
malan frontier, with branches from Vera Cruz and 
to Huatulco. In lieu of this the company is to 
have the right of way and free importation of all 
articles needed to build the road and to extend it 
and keep it in repair for 15 years; and the road and 
its capital are to be free from taxes for 25 years 
after completion. The tariff fixed is 14, 10, and 7 
cents per ton per mile for freight of the first, sec- 
ond, and third class, respectively, and 11, 6, and 5 
cents per mile for passengers of the three classes; 
but the company may raise the rates to a point 
which will yield a clear 10 per cent. on the capital 


investment. 
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A short account of the improvement of the 
Faure secondary pile devised by Mr. Paczr Hiees, 
the author of a standard treatise on electric light- 
ing, published in London, was recently given in 
these columns; but few have noted the curious and 
remarkable results that may follow the perfection 
of his invention for storing electricity, particularly 
as the materials composing the battery are very 
inexpensive, consisting only of strips of lead whose 
treatment and arrangement are both very simple. 
By the Higgs process secondary cells can be con- 
structed, charged, and offered for sale in the mar- 
ket at a very reasonable price; and, when ex- 
hausted, the piles can be recharged for a small 
compensation either by means of an ordinary bat- 
tery ora dynamic generator. The possible value 
of this device for medical purposes has not been 
pointed out. Hitherto the medical application of 
electricity has been very limited, owing to the fact 
that a battery is a costly appliance, and the 
patients are very few who can afford to follow the 
prescription of a physician in this regard, al- 
though the current is acknowledged to be a 
highly important agent in the treatment of nervous 
diseases—particularly of spinal exhaustion and of 
neurasthenia in all or most of its protean aspects. 
If, ten years ago, any one had predicted that the 
day was near at hand when charged cells would 
be kept forsale by our leading drug stores, and 
prescribed in the same manner as plasters or pills by 
the family practitioner, the scientific world would 
probably have indulged in a smile of derision. And 
yet itis not only very possible, but even very 
probable, in the existing state of the facts, that 
such will presently be the case. This, however, is 
not the principal feature of the invention. The 
secondary pile of Mr. Hiecs overcomes a defect 
which prevents the Planté or Faure battery from 
coming into general use. With both the latter. 
when once the poles are connected, the charge is 
rapidly exhausted and irregular in its delivery. 
With the Higgs pile the discharge is uniform, or 
nearly so, and it can be used to operate an electric 
lamp on the parlor table or for any laboratory or 
physiological experiments which may be in prog- 
ress at the moment. By using very short arcs the 
English elsatrician hag been successful in overat- 


ing a 40-candle light with secondary electricity, 
without engine or dynamio generator; and he be- 
lieves that the time wil] come when such cells will 
be sold in the market for illuminating purposes and 
when vhe electric lamp will be in as common use ag 
the kerosene for the parlor table. At present, the 
great bartothe use of electricity for domestic 
purposes is the first cost of the plant; but by the 
discovery of M. PLaxrz, improved by M. Favns, 
and stil! further improved by Dr. Hiees, this objec 
tion is obviated, and electricity may enter into the 
retail trade in illuminators in thesame manner a 
oil and sperm candles.

Senator Ferry, of Michigan, is recovering 
from his sudden attack of illness, and it is believed 
that a few days’ rest is allthatis now needed for 
his complete restoration. 


The Reformed Episcopal congregation in 
Montreal, Canada, has been relieved from a debt 


of $17,600 for their church through the liberality of 
Mr. B. Dawson, of that city. 


Among the presents displayed at a recent 
wedding in Ellenville, Ulster Coungy, was a silver 
butter-dish heaped high with twenty-dollar gold 
coins, @ gift from the bride’s father. 


Ex-Gov. B. F. Perry, of South Carolina, is 
a thorough-going opponent of the doctrine of pro 
hibition of liquor manufacturing. The State, he 
says, may tax, but not forbid, these industries. 


Private Winfield Scott, worthily bearing 
his name, of Ohio State University Battalion, car 
ried off last week the first prize for perfection in 
drill, the judges being United States Army officers 
and officials from the Ohio Adjutant-General’s of:

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ABOUT FOREIGN MEN OF NOTE.

Hobart Pasha, now in England, is accoms 
panied by his wife, who is known there as the Hon. 
Mrs. Hobart Hampden. French newspapers, which 
have excellent reasons to know better, continue ta 
print very absurd things about the Turkish Admirai, 
whom, from the oddness of the circumstance, if for 
no worthier reason, they ought to remember as the 
son of the Earl of Buckinghamshire and a descendant 
of the statesman Hampden. Hobart Pasha did not 
enter the Ottoman service until 18€7, and he had 
then already won distinction in the Navy of Eng 
land, which he entered in 1836, being a boy of only 
14 years. 

Another sale will soon take place of books 
and manuscripts from the collection of Ambrois¢ 
Firmin-Didot. Some of the manuscripts were re 
cently on view in London. Though notof the same 
importance as the earlier ones, these works are 
still of keen interest to thetrue bibliopbile. Firmin- 
Didot was a remarkable example of the man whose 
passionate love of rare books comes to him late in 
life, for he was 60 before it took firm hold of him, 
and it did not leave him until his death, 26 yaars 
afterward. He had an income ip those years of 
about $125,000, of which he is credited with having 
spent four-fifths on his books and prints. 


Ceunt Arnim, who has lived so long an ex- 
ile from his native land, will, it is said, be buried 
in the family sepulchre at Berlin. Within the past 
12 months he had made repeated, though vain, ef- 
forts to get a temporary suspension of sentence, 
that he might return to Germany and stand his 
trial. Strangely enough, his Berlin counsel, almost 
at the same time that he learned of the Count’s 
death, received notice of the decision of the Su- 
preme Imperial Court granting him safe conduct 
to the capital for the purpose of reopening the 
case. With what irony does fate snrround men, in 
death asin life! When the literary remains of the 
ex-Ambassador are published, it is believed that 
new light will be shed upon the Vatican Council 
and the characters of eminent political men of the 
period. 


In the London Royal Academy exhibition 
two years ago the portrait on which chief interest 
centred was one of Mr. Gladstone by Millais. It 
was then the opinion of many competent judges 
that this portrait was the most accurate and wor: 
thy picture of the Liberal statesman that had been 
made, and general desire has since veen expressed 
that it be placed by an engraver within the reach 
of the many—a desire which has now been grati- 
fied by the publication by a London firm of a mez- 
zotint engraving. Sosatisfactory is this reproduc- 
tion that the Zimes, of London, declares that {t 
seems likely to remain “the popular record of Mr. 
Gladstone in his later days, with the impress of 
age upon his features, and yet with the look of in- 
tellectual power unimpaired.” From Natal re- 
ports are heard of disgraceful treatment of Mr. 
Gladstone on the part of young Jingoes. Bishop 
Colenso writes that they have burned him in effigy 
twice, once at the little village of Newcastle, and 
again at Pietermaritzburg. 


M. Gambetta’s recent visit to Cahors, his na- 
tive place, was the first he had made since he en- 
tered pubiic life. He was born thero In 1838, and 
11 years later was taken to a small school at Mont- 
faucon to learn Latin. In appearance he is said te 
have been short and stout; but of his standing in 
school at that time and afterward the current re- 
ports disagree. Figaro declares that he was “a 
turbulent, noisy chatterbox,” good-natured, and 
so lazy that he remained in the lowest class for two 
years. The Voltaire, while admitting that he was 
““too fond of play,” relates surprising things of 
the mastery he obtained of the “Iiiad” when a pupil 
at the Lycée in Cahors in the thirteenth year of his 
age. Upon the house where he was born a com- 
memorative tablet has been placed. On his arrival 
at the Cahors station. a fortnight ago, the Prefect 
and the Mayor, with Gambetta’s father, who lives 
there in retirement from business, were in waiting 
forhim. He at once threw himself on his father’s 
neck, kissed him thrice, and warmly embraced 
several of his old playmates. Both father and son 
were in tears when the Mayor began to welcome 
him. 

Scotch papers give slight indications of the 
noise and commotion at Edinburgh over the al- 
leged heresy of Prof. Robertson Smith. From what 
can be learned outside of Scotland, however, the 
uproar appears in every way to be satisfactory to 
one’s expectations of a country where theology 
stands for what politics do in other lands, and 
where meetings of the General Assemblies arouse 
eloquerce and feelings tefore which the excitement 
of a general election is of light concern. When a 
recent vote on the case was made known, the 
scene in the Assembly was one of unparalleled con- 
fusion. The successful side cheered with wild 
Celight until their rejoicings became almost sub 
dued in the howls, groans, and hisses of the oppos- 
ing faction. Unavailing efforts were made by the 
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Moderator to stay the tumult, and when he threat- 
ened to call in officers to arrest a certain gentle- 
man “in gray elothes” inthe back gallery, howls 
pnd laughter were hurled into his face. Order was 
mot restored until Prof. Candlish, on behalf of 
Prof. Smith, went to the front and began to set 
forth the reasons for dissent from the action which 
had just been taken. Ithas been found that among 
the voters against Prof. Smith a large proportion 
were from the Highlands. In one instance, six 
Highland Synods gave 129 votes against him and 
only 28 for him, while in another they stood 116 
against to 9 for him, 


News is often heard of the death of men who 
fought under Napoleon at Waterloo, but Jacques 
Raymond, who died in Parisa few weeks ago at 
the age of 96 years, had held peculiar and excep- 
sional relations with the great Corsican, He wasa 
Sergeant in the grenadier battalion that accom- 
panied him to Elba, after his first abdication at 
Fontainebleau, and of that battalion he was the 
jast survivor. He remained at Elba until the Em- 
peror’s return, and at the landing in March, 1815, 
at Fréjus, he received from the Emperor the orders 
summoning Antibes to surrender, and while in the 
act of delivering them was captured by the royal- 
ists. He soon got his liberty, however, owing to 
the rapid progress of Napoleon’s cause, and joined 
his regiment in time to fight with it at Ligny and 
Waterloo. The Bourbon Government compelled 
him, after this, to retire on half-pay, and he went 
to his native village on the coastof Normandy to 
devote 15 years of his life to the labor needed to 
complete the means required for his support. 
Finally, in 1830, the change in public affairs led to 
his restoration to full pay, with promotion to the 
rank of Captain. He was appointed an inspector 
at the Hétel des Invalidesin Paris—a hospital for 
veterans, originally built by Louis XIV., but re- 
stored and enlarged by the two Napoleons, and in 
the church of which Napoleon I. is buried—and 
this position he heid until the day of his death. 
There issomething very fitting in the coincidence 
of the last survivor of the Elba Grenadiers living 
s0 long and at last dying so near the grave of his 
pdld commander. He did not die of age, but ofa 


void, which took him off in a few hours,

WINDSOR THEATRE. 

Mr. Williem Stafford and Miss Anna Boyle 
@re two young actors who are ambitious, and who 
have quietly settled themseives in the capacious 
Windsor Theatre, for the purpose chiefly of giving 
a series of Shakespearean performances. They 
varied their programme last night with a per- 
formance of ‘‘ Fanchon.” This is the second week 
of their engagement; during last week they ap- 
pearedin ‘“‘The Lady of Lyons” and ‘The Mer- 
chant of Venice.”’ ‘“‘ Romeo and Juliet” is now 
underlined. The boldness of these young aspir- 
ants seems to have borne—in a popular sense— 
good fruit, for their audiences have been thus far 
gnimost uniformly large. The experiment of pre- 
senting Shakespeare in the Bowery at this 
season is certainly an odd one; so much the better 
it it can be made successful. 

Miss Boyle will be remembered by some as a very 
youthful reader and actress who, since her first 
appearance here, a few years ago, has been lost to 
Right. Mr. Staffordisa hardy son of the West, 
and, so far as we know, a new-comer on the stage. 
Neither actor gives promise yet of much talent, 
nithough neither can be said to lack intelli- 
gence or to be uninteresting. Mr. Stafford 
bas a good dramatic instinct and fair nat- 
ural gifts, and may succeed well in the long 
run. That will depend, of course, upon himself. 
It may be suggested, meanwhile, that imitation is 
@ poor sort of study—and his imitation of Mr. 
Booth’s Shylock will not help him along. His 
Landry is a better performance, because it is more 
spontaneous and frank. Miss Boyle reads blank 
Verse with taste and with a sense of its rhythm; but 
ther Portia is, in spite of hergood delivery,a weak 
jand colorless attempt to reproduce a most lovely, 
ivaried, and glowing reality. In Fanchon she is 
more at ease—but even inthis character her act- 
ing isessentially superficial. Seen together, these 
two performances in ‘* Fanchon” are not unpleas- 
ant; and the young actors are assisted by a toler- 
pblecompany. A good-sized audience witnessed 
the play last night, and gave frequent notice of 
their satisfaction by warm applause. A more pop- 
ular and decisive experiment will be the perform-

HENRI VIEUXTEMPS. 
A dispatch from Paris announces the death 


of Henri Vieuxtemps, the celebrated Belgian vio- 
jinist and composer. He was born at Verviers on 
the 20th February, 1820, and was the son of an old 
soldier and tuner of musical instruments. Ata very 
parly age he displayed remarkable musical talents 
and his precocity in this direction attracted the at- 
tention of an amateur who undertook to educate 
him, and placed him under the care of M. Leclou, 
Professor of Music. At the age of 8 years Vieu, 
temps played in public in several Belgian towns- 
and De Bériot, who was amazed at the boy’s talent, 
gave him lessons for several months. Later on, he 
became a pupil also of Reicha. The greater part 
of bis life was spent ina series of travels over Eu- 
rope, studying and giving exhibitions of his marvel- 
pus skill. In 1880 he visited Paris, where he played 
and was received with thunders of applause. He 
Was the musical lion of the day, and his society 
wes much sought after by the best classes. The 
following year he went to Vienna, where 
the same cordial reception was given him. 
When he visited London, however, the people 
were not able to appreciate his talent and he dia 
not meet with an immediate success; but new 
achievements in Paris, Vienna, and Brussels 
pwakened even the English public to a sense of his 
artistic ability. During his continued traveling he 
found time to study composition, and published his 
first works. When he visited St. Peters- 
burg and Moscow he aroused a _iively 
enthusiasm. While in Russia he composed 
B concerto, which was superior to his 
other productions and the authorship of which 
was for a long time disputed. Between the 
years 1840 and 1843 he _ revisiied Bruesels 
and Paris, passed through Holland and Gerraany, 
and traveled in Poland. He then sailed for 
America arriving here in 1843 and achieving a suo- 
vess, which K® subsequently supplemented by reap- 
Ing fresh laurels in Russia. In 1868 he and Mlle. 
Carlotta Patti gave a series of concerts in Paris and 
in the Provinces. 

His second visit to this country was made in 
1855, but it was not until 1870 that his greatest suc- 
ress was made here. Inthat year he came to New- 
York as a member of the concert troupe of which 
Christine Nilsson was the chief attraction. With 
him were associated, besides Mme. Nilsson, Mr. 
James M. Wehli, the eminent pianist; Signori Brig- 
noli and Verger, and Miss Annie Louise Cary. 
This apeny geve their first concert at Stein- 
way Hall, on the. evening of Sept. 19, 1870, 
Air. Vieuxtemps played twice, both times selections 
from his own compositions. He was warnly re- 
ceived by the audience, and the criticisms on his 
performance in the next morping’s papers were all 
that any artist could have desired. THe Times 
thus spoke of his playing: ‘More trickful contri- 
butions to an entertainment have been made by 
many violinists, and the noblest of instruments 
has been tortured into an emission of sounds 
Buggestive, not of difficulties overcome with 
B right purpose in view, but of labor 
as worthy of respect as that of the man who 
pitched peas on the point of a needle. As 
Quiet, classical—so to call it—and faultless 
BR performance, however, has never been listened 
to as Mr. Vieuxtemps’s rendering of the compo- 
gitions alluded to above constituted. The bravura 
playing of the polonaijse was quite sufficient to in- 
dicate the vitality of the player’s skill, while 
the more simple ballad, and the calmness of 
the dargo preceding the gavotte—a work full 
of character—were marked by a_ beauty 
and equality of tone which perhaps a very few of 
his habitual hearers are fiitted to rate at its real 
value.” Subsequent allusions to’ his playing 
were equally flattering, and were re-echoed by 
the press of the country at large during the suc- 
cessful tour of that celebrated company of artists. 

1845 Mr. Vieuxtemps was married to Josephine 

er, of Vienna, who was also a musical prodigy 
Io her youth. She began playing the piano when 
very young. and gave several concerts at Prague, 
Berlin, and other cities. She then studied 
for the operatic stage. and sang, in 1835, at Vienna, 
fn ** Les Noces,” in ** Norma.’ She ey 
appeared in several characters in Manheim, Cassel, 
and other places. When she was married to Mr. 
Vieuxtemps she left the stage and accompanied 
her husband in his travels. She died in June, 1868.

DISCUSSIONS IN THE TWO HOUSES 
YESTERDAY. 

VETO OF THE BILLS FOR PUBLICATION OF 
REGISTRY LISTS AND A CENTRAL PARK 
RESTAURANT—THE EMIGRATION RAIL- 
WAY AGENT BILL PRACTICALLY KILLED 
—INVESTIGATION OF INSANE ASYLUMS, 

ALBANY, June 6.—The Assembly was in 
session for legislative work only one hour to- 
day, and adjourned immediately after the 
recess taken for the joint assembly. Gov. 

Cornell sent to the House this morning a veto 

Message of the bill to provide for the publica- 

tion of the registry lists in New-York City. 

The veto causes disappointment and regret 

among many New-York City Republicans, 

who think the bill would have been an effective 
and powerful agency in obtaining and keep- 
ing up an honest vote and weeding out and 
repressing illegal votes in the Metropolis. The 

Governor’s reasons, as embodied in the Mes- 

sage, are as follows: 


“ Assembly bill No. 566, entitled ‘An act to pro- 
vide for the publication of the registry of voters in 
the City and County of New-York,’ is herewith re- 
turned without ceproral. It is difficult to realize 
that any practical benefit would be secured by the 
passage of this measure commensurate with the 
expenditure necessarily involved. The publica- 
tion of 200,000 names in one mass would make a 
cumbersome document, which could*hardly be ex- 
pected to secure a general circulation, and with- 
out which no material advantage would ensue. If 
greater publicity of the registry than is now pro- 
vided be desirable, a better plan would be to pub- 
lish the list of voters registered by elec- 
tion districts, and furnish a copy to 
each elector whose name appeared  there- 
in. This would insure the widest circulation 
and be more likely to leadto the detection and ex- 
posure of illegal or erroneous registration. Sucha 
plan might necessitate a somewhat larger expense 
than the consolidated publication proposed by the 
bill, but its manifest advantages would certainly 
justify the increase, if any were required. A very 
limited number of persons in each election district 
take the interest to examine the registry lists. 
Ample opportunity is already afforded them for all 
necessary scrutiny, and political committees can 
easily provide themselves with copies, which 
they are now generally accustomed to do. 
General publication would undoubtedly prove 
@ convenience to these organizations, and 
relieve them from the expense of copy- 
ing the lists. The same is true in regard to 
candidates, who may desire toaddress circulars or 
tickets to voters; but there can be no obligation 
on the part of the City toincur expense in behalf of 
these interests. To mass the names of the elect- 
ors of the entire City in a single publication would 
furnish great facilities for evil-disposed persons to 
pian and perpetrate fraudulent voting. With such 
alistin hand it would be an easy matter to select 
names for repeaters to go from one district to 
another, personating genuine voters. It may be 
claimed that opportunity for such fraud already 
exists; but it mustalso be admitted the greater 
publicity would add largely to the evils which now 
menace the rights of citizens. The right of 
suffrage is justly prized as the sufeguard of citizen- 
ship. Every possible protection of this right 
should be afforded, and all designs for its abuse 
should be sacredly guarded against. It is feared, 
however, that this bill would expose it to new 
dangers.”’ 


The bill introduced by Mr. Brodsky, of New- 
York, authorizing the Commissioners of Emi- 
gration to appoint or designate certain persons 
who should have the exclusive right to sell 
railway tickets to immigrants within the Cas- 


tle Garden Emigrant Landing Depot, was re- 
posted to the House this morning from the 
Sub-committee of the Whole. On motion of 
Mr. Browning, of New-York, the bill was 
recommitted to the Committee of the 
Whole, Mr. Browning saying that its 
effect would be to create a monopo- 
ly, an exclusive class of _ ticket-sellers 
representing the railways, while under the 
present plan competition prevailed, and the 
immigrants were thereby able to obtain tickets 
for transportation at low competitive rates. 
If the speculative ticket-sellers were excluded 
the authorized agents would be able to charge 
any rates they pleased. The recommittal of 
the bill té-day practically killsit. Mr. Brodsky 
is absent from the House with leave, and the 
motion of Mr. Browning was not opposed. 

In the Senate a resolution was adopted that 
the Senate committee, consisting of Messrs. 
Woodin, Pitts, and Fowler, that was appoint- 
ed last year to investigate the management of 
the insane asylums of the State, be continued 
in existence, with instructions to report to the 
next Legislature. 

The Governor sent in a veto of the bill au- 
thorizing the rebuilding of Mount St. Vincent 
restaurant in Central Park at an expense not 
exceeding $75,000. The grounds of his objec- 
tion to the bill are that it would add $75,000 to 
the debt of the City, besides being in contra- 
vention of the law that forbids the Park to be 
used for private purposes. Among the bills 
passed were the following: Mr. Bixby’s bill 
authorizing the New-York Superintendent of 
Public Works to take steps to prevent the 
waste of Croton water; an act *‘ directing” the 
City authorities to proceed with the improve- 
ment of Riverside Park.

TESTIMONY OF THE NEGLIGENT OPERATOR 


—VERDICTS OF THEN JURY. 

TRENTON, N. J., June 6,—The inquest into 
the deaths of Augustus B. Ritter and Mrs. Lucetta 
Pennington, the victims ot the recent accident at 
the Bear Swamp Signal Station, near this city, was 
concluded, before Coroner Carson, this afternoon. 
John R. Sutphin, the telegraph operator and 
switehman, who disappeared on the day of the 
accident, and who was supposed to have committed 
suicide, voluntarily appeared before the jury this 
morning. He has been staying with friends near 
this city, without letting his wife or any one else 


know where he was. William Doolin, a foreman 
on the railroad, testified that the switen signal dis- 
played the red disk at the time of the accident. 
Samuel Newcombe gave the same testimony. 
Charles H. King, a telegraph operator at Lawrence 
Station, testified that after the accident Sutphin 
called at his boarding-house, near Bear Swemp, 
and had supper with him. Sutphin, who 
then testified. admitted going to the woods 
near the _ station to gather magnolias. 
He let the freight train on to the siding, and then 
went into the telegraph office to wire it to Millham 
Junction. He could not say whether or not he re- 
set the switch. Whenthe passenger train was ap- 
proaching he gave the green signal, which denoted 
caution. Then the passenger train ran off the 
track, and he ran away because he feared personal 
injury from the passengers. He had been in the 
employ of the company for five or six years. Was 
suspended for two weeks at the North Penn 
Junction for telegraphing a train had left when 
it had not, and again at Morrisville for leaving a 
switch open. The engineer of the train in that 
case saw the distance signal and stopped the train. 
James McCrea, the Superintendent of the New- 
York Division, testided that he had suspended Sut- 
phin from July 18 to Aug. 14, for negligence at 
Morrisville similar to that at Bear Swamp; re- 
employed him because he thought he had learned 
a lesson and would be more careful because of the 
result that might have happened from his careless- 
ness. 

The jury. after three hours’ absence, returned 
majority and minority yerdicts. The majority ver- 
dict was as follows: 

‘* We find that Augustus B. Ritter came to his 
death at Bear Swamp, in the township of Law- 
rence, County of Mercer, and State of New-Jersey, 
on the 80th day of May, A. D., 1831, by reason ot 
injuries received in an accident to passenger train 
No. 25, west-bound, upon the railroad of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company; that Lucetta Pen- 
nington came to her death at the baggage-room of 
the Clinton-Street Depot of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, at the City of Trenton aforesaid, on the 30th 
day of May, A. D., 1881, by reason of injuries re- 
ceived in the same accident; that said accident re- 
sulted from the negligence of the employes of 
the said railroad company, as follows: The negli- 
gence of John R,Sutphin,the telegraph operator and 
switchman at said Bear Swamp Station, in failing 
to close the switch; the negligence of Edward Os- 
mond, the engineer of said train, in omitting to ob- 
serve and obey the distance switch signal con- 
nected with said switch, which at the time indi- 
cated the displacement thereof; and we further 
censure the Pennsylvania Railroad for not employ- 
ing sufiicient and competent foree to operate the 
switches and signals at said station.”’ 

The minority verdict was to the effect that three 
jurors were “of opinion that the censure of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company in the foregoing 
verdict of a majority of this jury is not warranted 
by the evidence before them, and cannot concur 
therein. They assentto that portion of said ver- 
dict which precedes said clause of censure.’’ It is 
not yet known what further action will be taken 


in the matter.

A GALA DAY WITH GERMANS. 


PFINGST MONTAG CELEBRATED BY MANY 
SOCIETIES IN NEW-YORK AND VICINITY. 
FPfingst Montag was generally observed by 

the German population yesterday. Although the 

weather prophet predicted cloudy weather and 
occasional rains the Germans either did not look at 
the prediction, or did not heed it, for the morning 


saw the cars and trains crowded with German 
picnickers on their way to the different parks and 
Summer resorts in this vicinity. Many went to 
Coney Island, Rockaway Beach, and Fort Lee. 
Some families went with their lunch-baskets to 
Union Hill, N. J,, and the parks in New-York and 
Morrisania were filled with schuetzen corps, sing- 
ing societies, and turner vereins. Jones’s Wood 
Colosseum was gay with flags of modern and 
ancient nations and alive with men, women, and 
children and half a dozen brass bands. The New- 
York turners were out in full strength. They 
assembled at the Turn Hall in Fourth-street, near 
the Bowery. The cadets were dressed in their 
bright uniforms and carried muskets, while the 
female scholars were attired in light-colored short 
frocks and straw hats. At 10 o’clock they started 
in a procession to Second-avenue, then down to 
fecond-street to Avenue A, upto Tenth-street to 
the East River, where they embarked on board a 
boat which conveyed them to Jones’s Wood. 
Several other social clubs spent the day at the 
Colosseum with the turners, among them being the 
Bohemian turn verein, Sokol; Koltes Post, No. 22; 
the Rhkeinlandische Schuetzen Company, the Har- 
lem turners, the Beethoven Maennerchor, the 
Eichenkranz Singing Society, and the Wachtel 
Club. The day here was passed in athletic contests. 
Of the turner scholars who competed for prizes, 
Joseph Laporte won the first prize in the running 
broad jump, having cleared 14 feetGinches. He 
also won the first prize in running. In high jump- 
ing, Rudolph Eifier won first prize, having cleared 
4 feet 9 inches. Louis Reichlen won first prize 
in wrestiing and putting the heavy stone. 
Thera were three prizes for shooting. Out 
of a possible 54 at a distance of 100 yards 
Frank Eckstein won first prize by scoring 42 points, 
Henry F. Specht won second prize with 88 points, 
and G. Kornfeld won third with 37 points. The 
Bloomingdale Turn Verein and numerous other so- 
cieties spent the day in dancing and athletic sports 
in Lion Park.

THE BREWERS IN TROUBLE

EMPLOYES STRIKING AT 
THH BUSIEST SEASON. 

EXTRA PAY DEMANDED FOR SUNDAY WORK— 
SOCIALISTS BUSILY ENGAGED IN EGGING 
ON THK MOVEMENT—EMPLOYERS AND 
EMPLOYES HOLD MEETINGS AND DIS- 
CUSS THE SITUATION, 

The workmen in the breweries of this City, 
Brooklyn, Morrisania, Staten Island, Jersey City, 
Union, N. J., Guttenberg, and Newark struck yes- 
terday morning in consequence of the refusal of 
the brewers to pay 50 cents an hour for work done 
on Sundays. Last week the workmen demanded that 
the number of working hours, which they claimed 
amounted to 18 per day, be reduced to 12, and also 
that Sunday work be abolishea unless extra pay 
be allowed for it at the rateof 50 cents per hour. 
The brewers met on Saturday and agreed to 
accede to the demand asto 12 hours, but refused 
to abolish or pay extra for Sunday work. Hence 
the strike. The brewers say also that the men 
demanded that no workman be employed 
or discharged without tho consent of a com- 
mittee of their union, but the men deny that they 
made such a demand. It woula have been un- 
necessary, they say, because no union man will 


work in the same brewery with a non-union man. 
In general the strikers include the drivers, as well 
as the workmen in and about the breweries, but in 
some cases, as that of Jacob Ruppert, for example, 
the drivers have not joined in thestrike. ‘The 
brewers, however, resolved on Saturday that no 
beer should be sent out on Monday, and the conse- 
quence was yesterday very little beer left the 
breweries except in wagons sent thither by saloon 
keepers. Peter Doelger, however, filled some 
orders by sending beer in express wagons. 

The brewers held a muss-meeting yesterday 
morning at the Steuben Hotel, in the Bowery, near 
Houston-street, to consider what should be done in 
the emergency. Aimost every brewer in New-York 
and vicinity was present in person or represented, 
except the F. & M. Schaefer Brewing Company. 
H. B. Scharmann, of Brooklyn, presided, and R. 
Katzenmayer, of this City, acted as Secretary. 
Among the more prominent brewers present or rep- 
resented were H. Schalk, Peter Doelger, Jacob Ho ?- 
mann, David @. Yuengling, Jr., George Ehret, Ja- 
cob Ruppert, Conrad Stein, Joseph Doelger, and A. 
Hupfel’s Sons, of this City; 8. Liebman’s Sons, 
Obermeyer & Liebman, John Raber, Christian A. 
Goetz, Gluck & Scharmann, William Ulmer, Ferdi- 
nand Muench, the Williamsburg Brewing Com- 
pany, and Otto Huber, of Brooklyn; J.& L. F. 
Kuntz, of Morrisania, and George Bechtel. Monroe 
Eckstein, and Charles Bischoff, of Staten Island. 
It was resolved on no account to yield 
to the demand for the abolition of Sun- 
day work or for the allowance of extra pay 
therefor, or to submit to a committee 
of the workmen’s union the employing and dis- 
charging of men. Their willingness to reduce the 
working time to 12 hours was reasserted, and an 
announcement embodying these conclusions was 
arawn up, signed by all present, and ordered to be 
published in all the leading newspapers of this City. 
The meeting then adjourned until 2 o’clock this 
afternoon. 

Mr. Katzenmayer, the Secretary, said to a re- 
porter of Tur Tres that the strike was merely a 
Socialistic movement. The men’s wages were in- 
creased not long ago, and now the poorest paid 
men about a brewery were much better paid than 
the same class of workmenin any other business, 
Men of whom no skilled labor whatever was re- 
quired, were paid from $55 to $75 per month. 
Cellarmen received from $69 to $85 per month. and 
foremen from $2,(C0 to $5,000 per annum. ‘There 
is,” he added, ‘‘a certain amount of work absolutely 
necessary to do every Sunday, such as adding the 
‘krauesen’ of beer, looking afterthe fermentation, 
&c., which it is impossible to neglect. In view of 
the high wages paid, the brewers consider the de- 
mand for extra pay for this indispensable Sunday 
work as unreasonable, and are, therefore, deter- 
mined, not to accede toit. If necessary they will 
go to work themselves, with such help as they have 
at hand, until they can obtain hands from among 
the constantly arriving immigrants,” 

{r. Jacob Ruppert said that the claim set up by 
the men that they were compelled to work 18 hours 
a day was unfounded. Their working hours bad 
been in the morning from 2 to 5, 8 to 10:30, and 11 
to 12 o’clock; in the afternoon from 1:20 
to 5:80 or 6 o’clock. On Sunday there was 
a little necessary work, such as cleaning up and 
looking after the beer, which, by clubbing together, 
the men could easily finish in two hours and have 
all the rest of the day to themselves. As to the 
drivers their Sunday work was confined to clean- 
ing up the wagons and harness and feeding the 
horses. Mr. Ruppert added, however, that his 
drivers were willing to go on working, but he had 
laid them off in consequence of his agreement with 
the other brewers. 

The brewers generally express a determination 
to fight the matter to the bitter end. H. Clausen 
& Son and Elias & Betz, of this City; Otto Huber 
andthe Williamsburg Brewing Company, of Wil- 
liamsburg, who on Saturday agreed to pay the 50 
cents per hour for Sunday work, yesterday re- 
scinded their action and joined with the other 
brewers, giving, as their reason, that the men had 
obtained the promise from them on false represen- 
tations. J. J. Betz, of New-York, and D. Bermes 
and Louis Linnewerth, of Union, N. J., who had 
not previously joined the brewers’ organization, 
sent in their applications for membership yesterday. 

The workmen, Charles Ritter presiding, met yes- 
terday morning at Fernando’s Hall,in Fifty-fifth- 
street. near Third-avenue, where they listened to aa- 
dresses in German from the most eloquent of their 
number, sang songs, and emphasized their applause 
by indulging in liberal potations of beer. About 
noon the number assembled exceeded the capacity 
of the hall, and the meeting was adjourned to 
Wendel’s Assembly Rooms, in Forty-fourth-street, 
between Eighth and Ninth avenues. Here the 
men remained in session until 4 o'clock. 
The Executive Committee continued in session 
until 10 o0’clock. The Secretary said the object 
of the committee’s prolonged session was to 
await information as to the yielding of the 
brewers to their demands. Committees were 
sent to various brewers, and favorable an- 
swers, the Secretary said, were received up 
to 6:20 o’clock from Phil Schaefer, Manhat- 
tan Brewery, Charlies Riviniers, Smith & Brotber, 
the F. & M. Schaefer Brewing Company, .H. Clau- 
sen & Son, M. Kuntz, Seitz & Sons, H. Jones, 
Schwaner & Ament, Schmitt & Schwanentiugel, 
of this City; Otto Huber, H. Kiefer, Dahlbender 
& Greiner, Weber & Anthon, of Brooklyn; D. 
Bermes, of Union, N. {J.; Charles Spielmann, of 
the Jersey City Heights Brewing Company, and 
Havenstein & Weiss, of Guttenberg. More capitu- 
lations, he said, were expected. The union, he 
added, numbered between 1,900 and 2,000 men, and 
had $1,400 in the treasury. A quantity of bread 
was given out to members by the Executive Com- 
mittee at Wendel’s Assembly Rooms yesterday af- 
ternoon. 

The strike among the brewers at Union Hill and 
the northern part of Hudson County did not become 
general yesterday as was expected. All the em- 
ployes in Wiliam Peters’s brewery, at Union Hill, 
quit work at 7:80 o’clock, by order of a delegation 
from the New-York union who appeared on the 
ground. Mr. Peters says he is willing to reduce the 
number of working hours to 12, but he will not 
yield to the demand for 50 cents an hour for Sunday 
work. The only employes who did not strike weré 
the fireman and engineer. All] the menin Daniel Ber- 
mes’s brewery continued working, and there was no 
indication that they intended to strike, The men 
are satisfied with their hours and wages. Themen 
at Louis Linneworth’s brewery are also working for 
the reason that no union men are employed there. 
Mr. Linneworth says that the men work from 11% 
to 12 hours a day, and earn from $40 to $e0a 
month. He proposes to make an average increase 
of about $5 a month on each man’s work, but will 
pay nothing extra for Sunday work, Sundays being 
counted inthe month. The result of to-day’s con- 
ference in New-York is awaited with anxiety. In 
the afternoon Linneworth partly acceded to the 
demands of the strikers, and all but three of them 
resumed work. He refused to allow 50 cents an 
hour for Sunday work, however. 

The five largest firms on Staten Island—George 
Bechtel, Messrs. Meyer & Bachman, Bischoff, Rub- 
sam & Hormann, and Conrad Extine—were seri- 
ously embarrassed early in the day by most of 
their men quitting work. These five firms employ 
about 200men. in the forenoon about 50 of the 
men marehed to the ferry landing at Stapleton and 
took the boat for New-York to join the New-York 
strikers. Some of the firms tried to compromise 
by offering an increase of wages to the 
men, but were unsuccessful. Messrs. Méyer & 
Bachman offered to give their men each 
$10 more a month if they would return 
to work. The offer was not accepted. The men 
who work in the brewery receive from $50 to $60 
per month, and the drivers from $65 to $75. George 
Bechtel came to the city in the afternoon and en- 
gaged new men to take the place of the strikers at. 
his establishment. Most of the other firms con- 
cluded to wait ;until to-day before they hired new 
men, as they had hopes that the old hands would 
return. As this is the busy season the firms cannot 
afford to wait long forthe strikers, and if the latter 
do not make up their minds to go to work to-day 
it is the intention to filltheir places with new men 
2s soon as possible. A squad of policemen were 
detailed for duty at the breweries last night,

COAL SHOVELERS AND FIREMEN. 

The coal shovelers along the river front, 
ahout 800 in number, struck yesterday for an ad- 
vance of 1 cent per ton on their wages. They de 
mand 7 cents per ton, and say that at the present 
rates*>they are enabled to make only about $7 
per week, and that it is impossible for them to 
support their families. Most of them can handle 
a cotton-hook as well as a scoop-shovel, and say 
that they will begin ‘longshoremen’s work and 
give up shoveling altogether unless the steyedores 
consent at once to give the advance of 1 
cent which they demand. The Coal Shovelers’ 
Society has issued orders forbidding any of its 
members to go to work for less than 7 cents per 
ton. The trimmers in the yards and those employed 
in delivering are also to join the strike. 

The striking firemen say that the City of Augusta, 
of the Savannah Line, which left her dock last 
Saturday, was unable to proceed. Her agents 


were obliged to procure firemen and coal-passers 
at the new rates before the vessel went to sea. 
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AN EXPLOSION WHICH KILLED TWO MEN. 

The nitro-glycerine works on the Devine 
farm, near the town of West Chester, were again 
blown up yesterday afternoon, causing the death 


of twomen. The place belonged to E. Agar, who 


employed about four or five men on the premises, 
his brother William acting as foreman. esterday 
afternoon W: Agar was employed in loading 
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cartridges, when an explosion took place. One of the 
men was ry ee killed, and Agar was so badly 
mutilated that he did not live through the night. His 
right leg was blown off above the ankle, his left 
wrist was shattered, he received a compound frac- 
ture of the left arm near the shoulder, and a frac- 
ture of the back of the skull. An ambulance was 
telegraphed for to the Ninety-ninth-Street Hos- 
pital, and the wounded man was conveyed there. 
He was unconscious when he arrived at the hos- 
pital, and died at 9 o'clock.

THE JUDGE-ADVOCATE’S VIEW OF 
WHITTAKER’S CASE. 
REVENGE ONE OF THE CADET’S MOTIVES FOR 
ASSAULTING HIMSELF—WEST POINT CA- 
DETS DEFENDED—QUESTIONS CONCERN- 


ING THE NOTE OF WARNING. 

Major Gardner, Judge-Advocate of the 
Whittaker court-martial, commenced yesterday to 
sum up for the Government. The court-room was 
thronged, and an unusually Jarge number of ladies 
were present. The accused Cadet, he said, had had 
indulgences extended to him not usually extended 
in the prosecution of his defense, from a sentiment 
honorable to this court, and in the desire that 
nothing should be excluded which the accused 
might deem pertinent, however remote or col- 
lateral it might be to the main issue. He had en- 
tered upon this trial with reluctance for several 
reasons, one of which was the quasi-political 
aspect given to the accused’s case by a few design- 
‘ng persons. Should this court find that the ac- 
cused was guilty, then his dishonorable discharge 
from the Army and a sentence to the penitentiary 
fora term of years would be the just atonement 
demanded by the offended laws of his country. 

The speaker did not agree with ex-Gov. Cham- 
berlain that the evidence must be sucn as to im- 
press upon the minds of the court the conclusion 


that the Cadet was guilty beyond any possibility of 
a doubt. The law simply required that there 
should be ‘no reasonable doubt ” that the accused 
committed the crime charged. It was almost need- 
less to remind the court that not a particle of evi- 
cence had been adduced to show that any Cadet 
bad been a participant in the affair. No one who 
had any practical knowledge of the corps of Cadets 
at the West Point Academy, in carefully consider- 
ing all the surrounding circumstances of this whole 
ease, would be able to bring his mind to the con- 
clusion that they were in any ome participants. 
The great indignation by them when first informed 
of how Mr. Whittaker was found, their offer of a 
jarge reward for the detection of the assumed per- 


petrators, were strong negative evidences against’ 


the malicious imputation. But even on a theory of 
a participation by some of the Cadets, the very last 
ones to have been concerned in it would have been 
those whose rooms were immediately around that 
of Whittaker. Any one, even of feeble reasoning 
power, could readily think of several reasons against 
such @ supposition. Why had not Cadet Hodg- 
son, when he saw Whittaker’s toe twitch, rushed 
forward, and in the stilted language of the learned 
counsel for the defense, “‘cut him down?’ The 
answer was very simple. Cadet Hodgson believed 
‘Mr. Whittaker had been killed. He stood there 
terrified atthe spectacle. Possibly he had never 
geen any one apparently so seriously injured before 
in his life. Mr. Burnett had rushed down stairs for 
Major Piper, and would be back again in a moment. 
Jt was when his room was still and apparently de- 
serted that that toe twitched. This was an unex- 
pected sign that life was not quite extinct. The 
talk about cutting him down was puerile, because 
his bed-rail was so low, and his feet were only sus- 
pended such a trifiing distance from the floor, and 
his head so comfortably high, that nothing would 
bave been gained by anything which Cadet Hodg- 
zon could have done during the momentary absence 
of the proper officers. Besides this, Hodgson had 
been stationed there by the officer of the day ex- 
sressly to prevent anything being disturbed until 

is commanding officer, Major Piper, could arrive 
and take cognizance of the case. 

The medical exarnination failed to develop symp- 
toms compatible with the apparent gravity of the 
situation. To his astonishment, Surgeon Alexander 
found signs, or perhaps better, a want of signs 
which in his professional opinion indicated that 
Cadet Whittaker was notin the unconscious state 
he pretended, and that he certainly was in no need 
ofimmediate medical attention. Surgeon Alex- 
under had some difficulty in getting Whittaker to 
ppen his eyes, but when the Cadet did show his eye 
the Surgeon swore he apparently recognized the 
Surgeon. This was a most important item not 
touched upon by any of the medical experts or 
guacks who appeared for the defense. Both the 
Surgeon and Mr. Burnett, who was watching the 
Cadet,.changed their minds and concluded that he 
was shamming. Not only in this brief medical ex- 
umination to which the Cadet was subjected, but 
niso in a subsequent examination, did he show any 
ficns incident to one who had been Jassaulted and 
bruised and had gone through greit muscular ex- 
ertion. When all the circumstances of the alleged 
jnjuries began to be considered, in connection witb 
the time, manaer, and place of their perpetration, 
the contradictory statements of Whittaker himself, 
znd the way in which he had acted when found, 
these all taken together indicated presumptively 
that he had been his own assailant. The circum- 
etances and the motive all together presented a 
perfect mosaic, each fitting properly in its place, 
and exhibiting a complete and connected effort at 
crime and deception. 

In searching fora motive for this assault upon 
himself let these questions be considered: Did 
what Cadet Whittaker is alleged to have done in- 
ure in any way to his benefit? Could a mind of his 
temperament and habits of thought have imagined 
that it would inure tohis benefit? Had he any 
revenge or feeling of ill-willto gratify? Was tho 
act which has been committed calculated in itself 
to throw biame and disgrace on those he disliked ? 
Could Whittaker have imagined that it wouid do 
50? An affirmative answer to any one of these in- 
terrogatories established a motive, so far as Whit- 
taker was concerned. So far as his treatment at 
West Point was concerned, there was no evidence 
before this court to show that he was treated 
otherwise than exceptionally well. Major-Gen. 
Schofield’s evidence showed that Whittaker re- 
ceived indulgences such’as had not been given to 
the Cadets at the Military Academy for 30 years. 
Tndoubtedly, Whittaker was let alone by many 
Cadets. But whether this occurred because he 
ynade himself unpopular hy his self-conceit and as- 
sumption, or because of certain disagreeable per- 
sonal peculiarities, or because of that want of 
frankness in his character and appearance which 
bad been manifested even here on the witness 

iand, or whether it was on account of his colored 
skin merely, or all combined, was something diffi- 
cult to determine, because the sources of want of 
social assimilation were so varied and compll- 
rated, From Whittaker’s own testimony it could 
pe reasonably inferred that he did not like 
the Cadets, and the latter, if they thought 
pf the matter at all, possibly did not adore him. 
Vrom the evidence it appeared that the two chief 
grounds of dislike to Whittaker existing among 
the Cadets was his want of frankness—‘‘he never 
looked a man squarely in the eye’”—and his dis- 
agreeable personal habits and mode of life. The 
Cadets were at perfect liberty, the same as any 
other citizen of the United States, to choose their 
pwn associates for social intercourse, and neither 
the Government, the public, nor certain individuals 

aad any right whatsoever to complain if the Cadets 
oxercised their rights. If there was a prejudice 
igainst him because of his color it was be- 
rause of a race prejudice which was _ enter- 
iained by millions of the inhabitants of this 
vountry, and which, if ever eradicated, 
would not be whoily so until the individ- 
uals of the inferior race had shown them- 
elves in every particular the peers of the 
’ace with whom they were not on terms of social 
tarmony. The accused, on his own showing, 
1ever undertook to cultivate the acquaintance of 
yiher Cadets. As, consequently, the other Cadets 
lid not cultivate his acquaintance, he morbidly 
ussumed that there was an existing feeling of an- 
tagonism. The fact that he was isolated, although 
argely from his own conduct, showed an antago- 


bism On his part prompting a motive, and that mo-: 


tive was revenge. The Cadets, who, the defense 
nmsinuated, bad a hand in the alleged assault, had 
iverything to lose and nothing to gain did they 
jesire to injure him. Instead of disgracing him by 
mch an act, they would have made a martyr of 
tim, a hero, as any one could see, and all the dis- 
yrace would come upon themseives. To suppose 
shat the intelligence of the Cadets could have been 
io dwarfed as not to appreciate the effect such an 
ict would have seemed ridiculous. Whittaker, 
naving perpetrated the act himself, then, wel 


cnew that an investigation would not trace the: 


trime to anybody, and his anticipations and plans 
were, therefore, red-hot for a course where he 
noped his affair would come up, and he, the hero 
of ostracism, a man persecuted on account of his 
rolor, would be taken care of and obloquy thrown 
zpon those whom he disliked. 

In considering the note of warning two carious 
Inguiries arose: If it was written by a friend, why 
should that friend imitate Whittaker’s handwrit- 
ng, and thus throw distrust upon him? If it was 
written by an enemy, why should an enemy, intend- 
mg to do bodily harm, send notice of his intention 
to asto put Whittaker on his guard? The theory 
tbat it was written by an enemy was too absurd for 
wy lengthy consideration. Asto the burned pieces 
» paper found in Whittaker’s room, it seemed 
ylain that if any paper had been desired for the 
yurpose of producing a light in the room during the 
illeged occurrence it would have been obtained 
vy tearing—if necessary—hastily and carelessly, 
sages from his astroniey which lay open on his 
lesk. and not from his Bible, and particularly not 
rom certain pages opposite where he had written 
ome religious gush. 

The Judge-Advocate argued at length to show 
hat the Cadets could have had no motive in in- 
mring Whittaker, for he in no way interfered with 
hem or With their plans. It seemed to him that 
here could be no reasonable doubt in his belief 
hat Whittaker had assaulted himself with the de- 
ign of exciting public sympathy, obtaining noto- 
jety, and bringing diseredit upon the Military 
heademy, but above all of escaping the conse- 
juences of the June examination in philosophy. 
iis letter to Moses Westar showed that he mani- 
‘ested the keenest anxiety as to the result of this 
:xamination, and it could be easily inferred that 
te had grave doubts himself as to his ability to 
sass it. Was he not the sole colored Cadet at 
Vest Point, and if, through a little hazing — 
te could go to the hospital four or five days at the 
witical period of the most difficult part of his 
tourse, would not he and his friends be able to 
‘lead that his was a singularly exceptional case, 
wd that by reason of his so-called {isolation and 
nterruption of studies he should be given an- 
ther chance? The expert evidence of the defense 
© prove that Whittaker was really unconscious 
nstead of shamming was next discussed in all its 
arts. These witnesses, he argued, had made up 
inely spun theories to explain a perfectly natural 
ase. The Judge-Advocate 1 continue and 
robably conclude his argument to-day. Major 
tardner was listened to by the audience with the 
josest interest throughout the three hours which 

occupied in the delivery of his argument.

HONORING BRAVE FIREMEN.

PRESENTING THE BENNETT MEDAL TO PAUL 
BAUER AND JOHN LEVINS. 

Fire Commissioners Cornelius Van Cott, 
Vincent C. King, and John J. Gorman invited a 
large number of persons to witness, at 5 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, a review of a brigade of the 
Fire Department, and the presentation of the 
Bennett medal to Fireman Paul Bauer, for the 
year 1879, and Fireman John Levins, for the year 
1880, by Mayor Willlam R. Grace at the Union- 
square plaza. At the time appointed there were 
in line in the northern part of the plaza the First 
Battalion, under command of Chief Gicquel, con- 
sisting of two officers and twelve men from Engine 
Companies Nos. 4, 7, 18, and 83, and Hook and Lad- 
der Company No. 3, and the Second Battalion, 
composed of Engine Companies Nos. 14, 1%, 
26, and 385, and Hook and Ladder Com- 
pany No. 13 with the same complement of men. 
Assistant Chief of Department Charles Oscar Shay 
wasincommand. Themen appeared in uniform 
coats, cloth caps, and white gloves, and the offi- 
cers bore the bright and shining trumpets. The 
spotless engines and hook and ladder trucks were 
in line facing toward Broadway, and in the rear of 


the line of firemen. Many elegantly attired ladies 
stood on the veranda of the prey cottage in the 
park and on the southerly side of the plaza. Be- 
sides Mayor Grace and the Fire Commissioners 
there were present ex-Alderman John J. Morris, 
Aldermen Joseph P. Strack, Bernard Kenney, Henry 
C. Perley, and Charles B. Waite, ex-Alderman 
John ag | Peter Gillespie, Park Commissioner 
Smith E, Lane, and William M. Oliffe, Col. John 
Tracy, the Mayor’s chief clerk; Col. Carl Jussen, 
Secretary to the Board of Fire Commissioners; 
Chief Nevins, of the Brooklyn Fire Department; 
ex-Chief Kingsland, Fire Marshal Sheldon, Peter 
Seery, of the Bureau of Combustibles; ex-Judge 
Dodge, Robert Hone, Trustee of the Bennett 
Medal Fund; Coroner Ellinger, and many others. 
Fireman Paul Bauer, of Hook and Ladder Com- 
pany No. 4, was ata fire in the buildings Nos. 405 
and 407 West Fifteenth-street, on the night of Dec. 
27, 1879. He was at the scene before any company 
arrived, and discovered Mrs. Avilla Staniford stand- 
ing at a third story window, with ail the means of 
escape from the flames cut off. <A ladder 24 feet in 
length was raised, but it did not reach to the third 
story. Bauercalled upon some men in the crowd 
for assistance, and by his direction they 
mounted the stoop with the ladder on their 
shoulders, and held it while he ascended 
to the topmost round. While in this perilous po- 
sition he commanded Mrs. Staniford to drop into 
his arms, and she was thus rescued. In October 
last, John Levins, of Hook and Ladder Company 
No. 2, while at a fire at No. 112 East Fifty-fifth-street, 
saved Mary L. Frey froma terrible death. .The 
woman was asleep in a rear room at the breaking 
out of the fire, and escape by the stairway was 
cut off before she was aroused. Levins went into 
the adjoining building, and, climbing out of a win- 
dow, reached the room in which the woman was. 
A rope was thrown to him, and by this means she 
was saved. Few who witnessed the action of the 
fireman expected to see himcome from the build- 
ing alive. 

Promptly at 5 o'clock Gilmore’s Twenty-second 
Regiment Band on the westerly side of the plaza, 
struck up a marching air, and the firemen saluted 
as Mayor Grace, with President Van Cott, Com- 
missioner King with James F. Wenman, ex-Presi- 
dent of the Park Department, and a manager at 
the old firemen’s balls, and Commissioner Gor- 
man with Mr. Hote advanced from the front of 
the cottage. Thexeviewing party marched along 
the line and glanced at the engines and hook and 
ladder trucks. Then the party returned tothe 
cottage, and Assistant Chief Shay directed the 
firemen to advancé. They marched with the pre- 
cision of trained seldiers to within a few feet of 
the southerly side of the plaza, and were 
then commanded to halt. Police Capt. Berg- 
hold and his _ officers had ail they 
could do to_ prevent the great crowds 
in Broadway, Fvurth-avenue, and Union square 
from invading the parade ground. Commissioner 
Gorman called the roll of those who had received 
the Bennett medals, and Assistant Chief Shay an- 
swered for those who were absent or dead. As 
each person present who wore a medal advanced 
to where Assistant Chief Shay was standing the 
crowds cheered. Then Commissioner Gorman read 
the ‘‘roll of merit,” beginning with the name of 
Eli Bates, the present Chief of the department. 
On the roll were 7 Chiefs of battalions, 15 Captains 
of companies, 17 assistant foremen, 1 engineer of 
steamer, 8 assistant engineers of steamers, 62 
firemen, and 4 privates, After the  read- 
ing of this long list, Paul Bauer and 
John Levins stepped on the sidewalk in 
front of Mayor Grace, and Commissioner Gorman 
introduced them to his Honor, who said he was 
gratified to have the opportunity of presenting the 
Bennett medals for the years 1879 and 1880, and 
thus awarding the highest honors of the Fire De- 
partment won in competition of discipline, 
dering, and cool judgment among the mem- 
bers of a force justly distinguished for those 
qualities. After highly complimenting Bauer and 
Levins for their bravery, the Mayor said: ‘‘As I 
read your rollof merit I noticed that the honor of 
the Bennett medal, instituted by that great jour- 
nalist, has not been an empty honor, but an incen- 
tive to better service. You, Bauer and Levins, 
will so bear yourselves and so wear your medals 
as to deserve and win promotion to higher grades, 
and retainthe respect of your comrades which 
your gallantry has earned.” 

At the conclusion of his address the Mayor at- 
tached the medals to the left breasts of Bauer ana 
Leviss. Two women pressed through the crowd 
from the cottage. They were Mrs. Staniford, who 
had been rescued by Bauer, and Mary L. Frey, who 
had been rescued by Levins.

LOSS OF A STEAM-SHIP. 
—__—_~—-——_—— 
THH GLENLOGAN, OF LIVERPOOL, BURNED 
ON HER TRIP TO NATAL. 

Mr. R. B. Borland, of No. 112 Pearl-street, 
has received information that the steam-ship 
Glenlogan, of which he was agent, has been de- 
stroyed by fire. The Glenlogan sailed from this 
port for Pernambuco, Bahia, and other South 
American ports on May 5. She had on board three 
passengers, all of whom were landed at Maranham, 
Brazil. The steamer was on her way to Natal 


when she was burned. The crew escaped in 
the boats, and landed at a port called 
Clara. The Glenlogan was built of iron forthe 
coasting trade at Barrow, Scotland, in 1877, anc 
measured 589 tons net tonnage and 924 tons gross. 
She was 220 feet long, 28 feet broad, and 1844 feet 
deep. She belonged to the Merchant Steam-ship 
Company of Liverpool, and was insured at her full 
value. She was brigantine rigged, and was divided 
into four water-tight onpexements. She had 
compound engines, with cylinders of 27 and 50 
inches diameter, and a piston stroke of 2% feet. 
Two sister ships of the Glenlogan, the Glensennox 
and the Glenap, are in the same trade. The 
cargo of the lost steamer was consigned to 
various parties at different ports of South 
America. It consisted of 3 passenger cars and 1 
palace car, manufactured by Gilbert Bush for the 
new road at Natal; 2,455 barrels flour, 20 packages 
lamps, 73 packages hardware, 153 boxes perfumery; 
185 packages resin, 7,188 pounds butter, 21 cases 
machinery, 3 cotton gins, 1,766 reams paper, 35,170 
pounds lard, 94 cases canned goods, 106 bushels 
wheat, 194 bales domestics, 76 cases furniture, 6) 
packages drugs, 71,374 gallons petroleum, 37 cases 
printing materials, 2,038 hams, and 74 gallons lard- 
oil. The Genlogan was commanded by Capt. 8. J. 
Rains.

THE ST, NICHOLAS CLUB'S PYNKSTER, 

The St. Nicholas Club is an organization 
founded in 1875 for the purpose of collecting and 
preserving “information respecting the early his- 
tory and settlement of the City and State of New- 
York,” and of promoting social intercourse among 
its members. Oniy descendants of persons who 


were “natives or residents of the City or State 
of New-York prior to the year 1785” are eligible. It 
has a well appointed club-house at No. 12 East 
Twenty-ninth-street, and among its peculiar cus- 
toms is the celebration of all the pre-revolutionary 
festivals as nearly as possible in the style of the 
forefathers. One of these is Pynkster, or the feast 
of flowers, which always falls on: Whit Monday. 
According to tradition, white flowers only, such as 
apple blossoms, snow-balls, daisies, &c., should be 
used in the decorations, but owing to the lateness 
of the date of the festival this year a sufficient 
quantity of the proper color could not be procured, 
and the parlors last evening were consequently con- 
verted into a conservatory in which all the hues 
of the rainbow wererepresented. The mantels were 
banked with eut fiowers; bouquets filled he vases 
in all directions; palms in pots stood in the corners 
and in the fire-places, and garlands were festooned 
in the windows and doorways and from the chan- 
deliers. The Rev. Dr. Noah Hunt Schenck was to 
have read a paper on “ The Poetry of Pynkster,” 
but he was indisposed. In his absence the festivi- 
ties were principally concentrated ina huge punch- 
bowl and a bountiful supper at 10 P. M.

STILL BEFORE THE MAYOR. 


————_—— 
TESTIMONY FOR THE ACCUSED POLICE COM- 
MISSIONERS. 

The accused Police Commissioners were 
present in the Mayor’s office yesterday, with Col. 
Bliss and Mr. Bartlett, of counsel for the defense. 
Twelve Police officers testitied to having made 
arrests for violation of Curporation ordinances. 
Col. Bliss called kis Honor’s attention to chapter: 
511, 512, 513, and 515 of the Laws of 1860 in reference 
to the street railroads of the City, which provide 
that the City authorities shall do nothing which 
shall interfere with the proper working of the 


roads. Mr. Bartlett offered in evidence an in- 
junction granted by Judge Donohue prohibiting 
the City authorities from attempting to prevent in 
any manner the use of snow-plows on the tracks 
of the Twenty-third-street surface railroad, and 
also injunctions granted on the application of the 
Eighth-Avenue, the Broadway and Seventh-Ave- 
nue, the Ninth-Avenue. and the Christopher and 
Tenth-Street Railroad Companies. All the injunc- 
tions were granted by Justice Donohue, and all 
forbid the Police Department to make any arrests 
of the employes of the railroads for violating the 
ordinance passed by the Common Councilin 1875 
prohibiting the use of snow-plows, and requiring 
the companies to cart the snow from their tracks. 
Mr. Bartlett next offered in evidence a statement 
furnished by ex-Controller Kelly to the the com- 
mittee of the Assembly, which investigated the 
methods of street-cleaning in this City in 1880. 
This statement gives a history of street-cleaning in 
New-York from 1787 to 1879, and was put in evi- 
dence without objection from Mr. Andrews, after 
being read by Mr. Bartlett and identified by Mr. 
R. E. Seimes, the gentleman who compiled it. Col. 

liss suggested that in order to shorten the in- 
vestigation, the reports of the Dump Inspectors as 
to the number of cart-loads of ashes dumped be 
accepted as proof of the truth of their statements. 
Otherwise, he said, ashmen, foremen, and Dump 
Inspectors would have to be called, and there are 
some 280 ashmen alone. “We can accommodate 
you with 50 or 60 of them a day,” said Col. Bliss, 
“but if we do, I would suggest that the Mayor set 
aside a portion of the contingent fund for the pur- 
chase of deodorizers.”” Mr. Andrews thought the 
proper way would be to call some of the ashmen 
and see what they said about the reports; then he 
would know what admissions he could make in re- 
gard tothem. ‘Very well,’ said Col. Bliss; ‘then 
we will begin this class of evidence to-morrow. 
We have got to prove in some way that the ashes 
were removed from the places mentioned in the 
charges, andif you cannot accept the reports, we 
must give you the men. It will ebsorb a great deal 
of time, however.” 


STREET-CLEANING PROBLEMS.

THE NEW COMMISSIONER TO COMMENCE 
WORK AT ONCE. 


James 8. Coleman, the new Commissioner 
of Street-cleaning, received official notification of 
his appointment yesterday. Under the law he has 
five days in which to qualify by taking the oath of 
office, but it is expected he will assume his new 
duties to-day orto-morrow. Mr. Coleman was run 
down with visitors yesterday at his room in the 
Astor House, and was beselged all day by men 
anxious to have themselves or their friends ap- 
pointed to places in the Street-cleaning Depart- 
ment where they could do little work and draw 
big pay. The Commissioner assured all his visi- 
tors that for the present, at least,there would be no 
sweeping changes inthe force now engaged in 
cleaning the streets. He proposed, he said, to give 
the men now employed a fair trial, and only 
those found to be incompetent would be 
discharged, while appointments would be made 
for competency only. Foremen and other officers 
and clerks in the department would, he said, be 
promoted for efticiency from lower positions. He 
would begin work with the men and materials 
turned over to him by the Police Commissioners, 
and would make such changes in the “ plant”’ from 
time to time as experience proved to be necessary. 
He had not yet arranged for a department head- 
quarters, and until he did so would occupy the 
present ofiices of the Street-cleaning Bureau at the 
toot of East Sixteenth-street. Mr. Coleman was 
not inclined to talk much about how he proposed 
to clean the streets. Of course, he said, he had a 
general pldn mapped out, but he thought the pub- 
lic cared more to see the work done than to hear 
plans as to how it should be done. Various 
plans and schemes had been presented to him 
and discussed. It would, of course, take some 
time to get well under way under the new condi- 
tion of things, and any plan adopted at the begin- 
ning would be liable to all sorts of modifications 
and changes when put to the test of actual opera- 
tion. The one thing that would be kept con- 
stantly in view was that the streets were to be 
cleaned and kept clean with as little outlay of 
money as possible. Mr. Coleman expressed him- 
self as having accepted the position of Commis- 
sioner of Street-cleaning with the determination 
to do his utmost to give the City clean streets, and 
to satisfy every reasonable demand of the public 
in the matter. 


LER DREN CRC OEM 
DEATH OF WILLIAM N. SEYMOUR. 

William North Seymour, hardware-dealer, 
at No, 4 Chatham-square, died on Sunday, at his 
residence, in Brooklyn, of paralysis, in the seventy- 
ninth year of his age. He was born at Walton, 
Delaware County, on July 30, 1802, but came to this 
City while achild. When 13 years of age he entered 


his father’s store, at No. 5 Chatham-square, as a 
clerk, the business having been established in 1812, 
and was subsequently admitted to a partnership. 
In 1834, on the death of his uncle and the retire- 
ment of his father, he succeeded to the business, 
and continued actively engaged init up to abouttwo 
years and a half ago. He wasat one time organist of 
St. my anges Protestant Episcopal Church, and was 
identified all his life with church movements and 
benevolent enterprises. He refused war contracts 
during the rebellion because they could not be 
profitably carried out with honesty. His funeral 
will take place to-morrow noon from the Church

Judge Charles H. Van Brunt was yesterday

An unknown Chinaman, who appeared to 
be about 30 years old, and who was dressed in the 


elothes that Chinamen usually wear, was found 
drowned yesterday at Pier No. 26 North River. In 
his pockets were $2 92.

orgue. 

Gov. Cornell has decided to send three regi- 
ments from the First and Second Divisions into camp 
at Creedmoor during the present season—probably 


next month. The organizations are to be chosen 
without regard to brigade formation, and Adjt.- 
Gen. Townsend is to select a commandant of the 
post who will also act as instructor. 


In order to give teachers and other members 
of Sunday-schools the opportunity of judging of 
the advantages of the system adopted by the Sun- 


day-school Choral Union for the cultivation of a 
higher standard of hymns and tunesin devotional 
services, a meeting of the union will be held to- 
night in the Broadway Tabernacle, and the method 
of drilling the children will be illustrated. 


On the 15th of February Joseph Rose was 
awarded the contract for building the new Sixth 
Precinct Station-house, his bid being $39,951. When 


the Corporation Counsel had prepared the neces- 
sary papers Rose refused to sign them, because 
the cost of labor and materials had greatly in- 
creased since he made his bid. The Police Com- 
missioners will advertize for new bids for the work. 


Tke New-York County Medical Society, 
through Dr. F. R. Sturgis, are looking after physi- 
cians who practice on foreign diplomas, which are 


illegal under the laws of 1874. The illegal diplomas 
are, as a rule, trom institutions in Breslau and Ber- 
lin.” Some of them are simply matriculation papers. 
Search has been made of the reeords of the Health 
Department, and it is said that some practitioners 
will be prosecuted. 


At the meeting of the New-York Academy 
of Sciences last evening, Mr. W. Le Conte Stevens 
read a paper on “Binocular Vision by Optic Di- 


vergence,”* describing by means of diagrams many 
curious optical experiments. The subject is one 
that has been treated experimentally by Helm- 
holtz, Hering, and others in Germany, and by Prof. 
Le Conte in this country, with a viewto explain 
the optical and physiological relations of vision 
and the effects of convergence and divergence. 


Patrick Kelly, a tramp, was found dying 
yesterday in an alley at No. 237 East Forty-fourth- 
street; and he breathed his last in the East Fifty- 


first-street Station-house. He was the son of 
Andrew Kelly, a farmer of New Park-avenue., 
Parkville, Hartford, Coun.. whois said to possess a 
fortune of $200,000. Eight years ago Patrick came 
to New-York and became a bar-tender. He was 
unable to resist temptation, and was discarded by 
his father after he had made many attempts to re- 
form him. 


Frederick Molitor, a German butcher, 36 
years old, lived at No. 464 Eighth-avenue. He had 
steady employment until the beginning of the 


Spring, when he was compelled todo odd jobs. He 
lost his reason, and, as he threatened to destroy 
himself,he was watched. With his wife and two chil- 
dren he occupied an apartment on the fourth floor 
ot the house, and shortly after noon yesterday 
Molitor took advantage of the temporary absence 
of his wife, and jumped into the yard from the fire- 
escape. He died almost immediately. 


There was no meeting of the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Brooklyn bridge yesterday, as succes- 
sors to the retiring New-York members have not 


yet been named by the Mayor, and there is no pro- 
vision in the by-iawas of the corporation by which 
the incumbents can hold over until such action is 
taken. Theterms of all the old members expired 
on June 2, and the eight vacancies from Brooklyn 
have already been filled. It was held that no busi- 
ness could be legally transacted until the New-York 
appointments were made, and there was conse- 
quently no meeting. 


Capt. Stemson, of the Norwegian bark 
Fredlief, which arrived from Caibarien yesterday, 
reports that on May 27, when off Hatteras, he was 


caught in a violent squall. which came from south- 
east and then blew right around the compass. 
Several sails were carried away. The steam-ship 
Sorrento, of the Wilson Line, which arrived from 
Hull yesterday, met with bad weather, and was 
16% days in making the passage. In latitude 50° 6/ 
and longitude 17° she passed the British bark 
Queen, bound east, which had lost her topmasts 
and upper yards. 


Mrs. Catharine Crave, who, on the 26th of 
January, was shot in the left temple, at No. 4 
Chariton-street, by William Sindram, a lithograph 


printer, died on Sunday night. A post-mortem ex- 
amination was made yesterday afternoon by Dr. 
Goldschmiedt. The pistol bullet had slightly lacerat- 
ed the brain and shattered the skull, and there was 
an ulcer in the neck and one in the right thigh. She 
also suffered from alarge tumor. While the physi- 
cians are convinced that the ulcer in the thigh, 
which was the main cause of her death, was ciue 
to the ulcer in the neck, they can only testify that 
death was due to exhaustion, the result of the ulcers, 
and her assailant, who is now in the Tombs, can 
only be tried for felonious assault. 


The veterans of the Mexican war are getting 
up asubscription to place a monument over the 
graves of their dead comrades in Green-Wood. No 


stone at present marks the spot where they lie 
buried. The movement was inaugurated on Deco- 
ration Day, when they paraded 40 strong under the 
command of Marshal Charles J. Murphy, and car- 
ried the colors of the New-York regiments which 
served in Mexico. Among the paraders were Col. 
Patten, poet of Gen. Scott’s army; Gen. Silas 
Casey, Gen. Thomas W. Sweeney, Gen. Pinto, and 
other officers of distinction. Gen. Gibson, com- 
manding at Fort Wadsworth, pronounced a special 
oration at the cemetery. The veterans have a bill 
pending in Congress to pension the 
among them.

A POLICE COURT CLERK ACCUSED. 
Seles Sees 
ACTION OF THE JUSTICES ON CHARGES 
AGAINST VICTOR HEIMBERGER. 

The Board of Police Justices held a special 
meeting last evening, with President Otterbourg in 
the chair. There were present Justices Patterson, 
Smith, Kilbreth, Morgan, Flammer, Power, Wan- 
dell, and Murray. The business before the meeting 
was the consideration of charges against Victor 
Heimberger, an assistant clerk at the Essex Market 
Police Court. The charges came in the form ofa 
communication sent to President Otterbourg, and 
embodying the afiidavit of a person who had been 


arrested 14 months ago, and who charged the clerk 
with improper conduct in respect to the collection 
of a fine and the drawing of abail bond. Presi- 
dent Otterbourg subsequently received a let- 
ter from the person making the affidavit as- 
serting that one of the charges contained therein 
was false. A reporter’s request to be allowed to 
look at tho charges produced one of the hottest 
and most remarkable discussions which ever took 
place in the board, and in which two of ihe Jus- 
tices became for the moment involved in a per- 
sonal dispute. Justice Morgan was strongly 
opposed to making the contents of the papers 

ublic. Justices Otterbourg, Wandell, and Murray 
avored the reading of the charges in open board, 
as the ‘‘smothering”’ of them would only lead the 
public to suppose that they were of a more serious 
nature than the facts justified. These gentlemen 
were unsuccessful, however, and upon Justice 
Flammer’s motion, after two hours’ debate, a 
resolution was passed referring the charges to 
Justices Morgan, Gardner, and Bixby to de- 
termine whetser they weré worthy of the con- 
sideration of the board. Justice Bixby was absent 
at the time of his appointment on the committee. 
Justice Otterbourg voted, without effect, against 
the resolution. Heimberger, who was present 
during the discussion, asserted that he would be 
able to demonstrate his entire innocence. He de- 
clared that the charges were simply a “ put-up 
job” prosecuted maliciously by two irresponsible 
individuals whose attempts to impose upon pecple 
who sought justice at Essex Market Court ho had 
defeated for two years, thus incurring their enmity. 
Justices Wandell, Murray, and Otterbourg as- 
serted at the close of the meeting that the course 
taken by the board in respect to the charges was 
very unwise, and detrimental to the accused clerk.

HARRISON, THE BOY EVANGELIST. 

At the monthly conference of Baptist min- 
isters, yesterday, there were about 40 ministers 
present, few of whom took any parc in the discus- 
sion of the work of Harrison, the boy evangelist, 
whose operations in Indianapolis were made the 
order of the day. The Secretary, the Rev. D. C. 
Potter, was ratherinclined to view the matter from 
a stand-point that good might come of the work, 
He regarded the man as a phenomenon who was 
not to be measured by ordinary stanijards. The 
Methodists had, he said, reported some 800 con- 
versions during the progress of the revival. He 
had himself been present at one of the meetings 
and had seen old men and young going forward to 
the altar for prayer, men whose hair was white 
with age. Even the leading Presbyterian minister 
in Indianapolis, the coolest of the cool, not the 
kind of man to be caught by a zephyr of passion, 
had become interested. It was asif a whirlwind 
swept people to the altar like Autumn leaves. 
When the Rev. Dr. Thomas was called upon for his 
views, he responded by regarding the matter as 
purely physical. The man Harrison was a phenom- 
enon of magnetism, and his methods were. 
like those of the mesmerists. When he 
praved he _ folded his hands across his 
forehead and did not utter a word. The effect was 
intensely powerful, but there seemed to him to be 
nothing of the spirit of God in it: it was a pure 
phenomenon of nervous energy. Dr. Thomas di- 
gressed from the subject of the Indianapolis revi- 
va) to the progress of the Baptistsin the West, 
upon which he delivered an interesting résumé. 
The Rev. Br. Gesslor, who was among the speakers, 
described the Harrison revival as a purely physical 
thing, without religious significance. It was likea 
monkey stow. he said. only mocking sacred things,
